My dear Mr. Secretary: 

There is a rumor current in the Chinese community in 
New York to the following effect: 

That you told the Chinese Ambassador to the U.N, that you 
hoped to extend more aid to the Nationalist Government; but 
that American public opinion must first be conditioned. You 
then referred to me by name and said that my charges 
against your Department made it difficult to modify past pol- 
icies, and that you would appreciate his cooperation in "call- 
ing me off". 

I am confident that there is not the slightest basis of truth 
in this rumor, because you must know that the Government's thorough 
investigation of me revealed no financial or other connection to the govern- 
ment of China. For this reason you would know that the Chinese had no 
control over any of my activities. 

What distresses me is that our Chinese friends would 
believe such a story about either you or me, with its implied reflection 
on both of us.

Because of so many unexplained charges concerning our 
Far Eastern policy, it is possible that even some Americans might be- 
lieve such a rumor. Frank answers to the following questions would help 
clarify a situation that puzzles so many Americans. I am constantly 
asked these and similar questions:

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EXAMINE ALL THE FACTS 

The Europeans with whom I talked are naturally in- 
fluenced by personal and national interest, but to a much 
greater extent than most Americans, they are accustomed 
to thinking in world terms and on a long-range basis. 
Their opinions as to the proper course for the United 
States and the Western world in general differ markedly 
from the position taken so far by our leadership. What 
they advocate with regard to recognition of China and 
dealings with both China and Russia may be unpalatable 
to many, but we should think of two things in con- 
nection with this. In the first place, logic may be on their 
side, and we should examine all of the facts with utmost 
care to see if this is the case before we take action of any 
kind. Second, we need as many allies as we can secure, 
and we particularly need allies in Europe. We can hardly 
expect the support of Europeans if we act at variance 
with their wishes and without due consideration of their 
viewpoint. I am convinced that in their main thesis 
they are entirely right. Extension of the war in the East 
would be a tragic blunder. We are woefully unprepared; 
we would surrender to Russia the initiative to take the 
kind of action we most fear, and even in the event of 
ultimate victory in China, what would we gain? What

we need and what the countries of Europe need is time, 
and in decisions on subordinate matters, we must not 
let emotional appeals such as "prestige" and "no 
appeasement" stand in the way. 

Obviously, the United States should take every 
necessary step to build its military strength to the level 
that will guarantee the security of our country. It 
should never have been allowed to fall below that level 
and in view of the very large military expenditures in 
every year since the end of the last war, it is difficult for 
the lay citizen to understand how we declined to a 
position of such incredible weakness. 

BUILD STRENGTH TO PREVENT WAR 

But our policy in building military strength should be 
not to prepare for war but to prevent war. This also should 
be our policy in extending aid to the friendly nations of 
Europe. We should reinforce this policy of preventing 
war by our attitude toward the communist countries. 
We should make it known to the world that so far as we 
are concerned, the door is always open to the peaceful 
settlement of differences through negotiation. This 
policy should be applied now in the case of China on the 
question of recognition and the problems of Korea and 
Formosa. 

If our efforts to establish a basis of world peace in this 
manner should be repudiated by the communist countries 
we will have lost little because the plain fact is that we 
are now unprepared to do anything about the situation 
in a military way. On the other hand, we will gain much 
because it will demonstrate to the world that the United 
States does not desire war and is not conducting itself in 
a manner that will make war inevitable. It is a widely 



held opinion in Europe that the present conduct 




United States will result in war, which helps to explain 
why we receive only half-hearted support from nations 
which are our natural allies. A clear demonstration now 
that peace is our sincere objective will be the best pos- 
sible way to insure the full-scale,* unreserved participa- 
tion of Europe should the pessimistic fear of inevitable 
war be confirmed. 

It is important that we arrive quickly at sound and 
practical decisions on United States policy. We have lost 
ground with our natural allies. I regret to have to say 
that confidence in our leadership in world affairs has 
definitely declined, and this, in itself, will increase the 
confusion in thinking that already exists. It is a matter 
for our most serious consideration, because in tlgfl 
decision of world importance, we cannot go it alornHi 
must have the support of the European countries a^^H 
much of the world as is possible. '^^r

Big Steel Firm Urges Recognition of China 



By James H. Dolsen 

PITTSBURGH, Feb. 15.-Rec- 
ognition of the Chinese People's 
Government and renewed attempts 
to solve the difficulties between 
the U. S. and the Soviet Union 
are urged in a pamphlet being cir- 
culated in this area under imprint 
of the National Steel Corporation 
and written by Ernest T. Weir, 
chairman of its board of directors. 
Weir holds the same position with 
the Weirton Steel Co., its affiliate. 
The two combined ranks as the 
sixth largest steel producer in the 
country. 

The circulation of this pamphlet 
taken in connection with Weir's 
relations to the M. A. Hanna in 
terests of Cleveland and the close 
ties of the latter group with the 
Morgan banking house, reveal the 
dissatisfaction of important sections 
of Big Business with the bungling 
foreign policy of the Truman ad- 
ministration. 

the pamphlet is entitled "State 
ment on our Foreign Situaton.' 
It is, he says, a "summation" of 
opinions by European leaders on 
what he terms "the most important 
question confronting the U. S. and 
the balance of the world," the "im 
mediate problem of whether we 
shall have peace or world war," He 
declares that the solution of this 
peace-or-war question "will direct- 
ly control all other internal and 
external problems of every nation." 
MET ON TRIP 

He met these leaders during 
several weeks spent late last* fall 
on a trip to London and Parij for 
the express purpose of gettir; "in- 



side" information of "how they 
were thinking relative to this grave 
crisis." He' does not name those 
whom he met but states that he 
had found them on previous oc- 
casions to be "highly accurate in 
their appraisals of European view- 
points and estimates of world sit- 
uations." He believes their opin- 
ions "represent prevailing thought 
in England and France and fairly 
reflect the attitude of Europe as a 
whole." 

Weir declares that "our friends 
abroad . . . believe that the present 
Chinese government which is 
avowedly communistic, truly re- 
flects the present thinking o| the 
Chinese people. But they do not 
believe that the Chinese Govern 
ment is under Russian control. 

"As a result (of the Communist 
faction emerging with total victory) 
they believe that Chiang Kai-shek 
is completely finished as a leader— 
that he has no influence in the af- 
fairs of China and will not have in 
the future. From the factual stand- 
point therefore, the present gov- 
ernment of China represents the 



consideration of much greater 
weight than the maintenance of a 
position in Korea and Formosa 
which, in comparison with the ma- 
jor problems of the world at large, 
are certainly not of sufficient im- 
portance to justify war. I find that 
this is the universal position 

abroad " 

"Our friends in Europe feel def- 
initely that we should make every 
effort to better understand the 
Chinese to deal with them, and to 
prevent dn open, declared war 
with China, because they have no 
doubt at all that such a war in- 
evitably would develop into, World 
War IH." 

SHOULD BE IGNORED 

In answer to the propaganda 
that the U. S. would 'Suffer a loss 
of prestige if a peace were worked 
out with Chna on the above con- 
ditions (referring to withdrawal of 
U. S. troops from Korea and settle- 
ment of the Formosan question to 
the satisfaction of the Chinese 
Communist government), Weir de- 
clares "this should be ignored, be- 
cause now the all-important, T>asic 



least 20 percent of the worlds 
population— and there is no appar- 
ent good reason why the U. S, 
should not have recognized this 
government as the representative 
of the Chinese people. "The feel 
ing," Weir emphasizes, "is that we 
also should recognize the new Chi- 
nese government and that such ac- 
tion will make possible negotiation 
of peace terms with China which 
otherwise may be impossible. Pre

"It is certainly apparent that the 
great decision we must make now 
is the one regarding China ... No 
matter what claims may be made 
that our attitude toward China is 
the result of Chinese aggression in 
Korea, I think the fact is very evi- 
dent that if the present situation 
results in extension of the war, it 
will be due to our refusal to rec- 
ognize' the Chinese Government 
because it is communistic. In other! 



words, the war would be caused 
by our intention to eradicate com- 
munism. We certainly must realize 
that we cannot eliminate commu- 
nism by war. On the contrary, I 
am sure that a third world war 
would increase communism. . . •* 
Weir points out that "there is 
no sympathy in Europe for a war 
which would have the objective, of 
driving communism out of the 
world or any section of it. Exten- 
sion of the war in the, Far East 
would be a tragic blunder. . . 

As to Russia, he affirms: "I did 
not find a single person who be- 
lieved that Russia would precipi- 
tate a war now or for some years to 
come— if ever. ... I found nobody 
who believed that Russia was at all 
prepared for war .... For thejpre-^ 
vention of war and, cbnsequentlyi 
for the safety" of the world, it is 
their position, therefore, that we 
should continue efforts to deal with 
Russia. 

"By maintaining contact with 
Russia, we will, have the opportu- 
nity to prevent the development of 
situations that might result in a 
war that is not desired by either 
Russia or the Western nations. . . . 
The wisest course, in European 
opinion, is to keep the door open 
to Russia and thus, while there is 
still time, do our part to prevent 
conditions of irrevocable hostility 
from becoming established." 

A postscript note to the pam- 
phlet declares that "the pepole of 
Europe are definitely opposed to 
the use of the atomic bomb. In 
fact, I was quite surprised at the 
unanimity of this opinion."

The McCarran Committee hearings are now proving the truth of the 
charges about which I wrote you from 1944 to 1947. As those of you who were on the 
Board then know, I had been a contributing member since 1928, When in 1943 and 
1944 I became vaguely aware of Communist infiltration, I spent six months studying 
your publications from 1937 to 1944, on two subjects — the military and political situ- 
ation in China. I also studied the NEW MASSES and THE COMMUNIST (both official - 
Communist organs) for the same years. 

I found you had been pro- and anti-Chiang during those years, making 
switches each time the NEW MASSES and THE COMMUNIST switched. You were 
pro-Chiang from 1937-1940; anti-Chiang 1940 to June 22, 1941; pro-Chiang June 22, 
1941 to July 1943; anti-Chiang ever since. Always you were pro-Chinese Communist. 

When I finished my studies, I made the substance available to you in 
an 88 page pamphlet and covering letter. I asked: 14 Is it treason?" You refused 
to investigate and said: "The Executive Committee and the responsible officers of 
the American Council find no reason to consider seriously the charge of bias." You 
countercharged that I was a paid agent of Chiang Kai-shek, and a China Lobbyist. 
Of late, Senators Connally, Lehman, Morse and McMahon have continuously repeated 
this. Maybe that is the vile Congressional slander against which President Truman 
inveighed to the American Legion last Tuesday. My fight for a clean-up ended at 
a court-ordered special election in April 1947, where you voted unanimously against 
any investigation of my charges. 

The activities of your Institute being testified to before the McCarran 
Committee, fall into three main categories: 

1. Pro-Communist propaganda masquerading as objective studies. 

2. Infiltration of the Far East Divisions of Navy and Air Intelligence, and the 
Departments of State, Treasury and Commerce; also special services, such as UNRRA, 
ECA, OWI, SCAP, Indonesian Commissions tc. 



3. Espionage activities carried on by some of your employees, officials and 
associates, including * 'Amerasia ' ' from inside your very premises . 

Several times lately when evidence of the pro- Communism of Carter, 
or Lattimore, or Fteld, has been in the press, you have countered by pointing to the 
fact that Gerard Swope, formerly Chairman of General Electric, and General George 
C, Marshall, are two of your trustees. You simply cannot make me believe that 
General Marshall and Mr, Swope knowingly approve of Messrs. Carter, Field and 
Lattimore. Nor that Ambassador Jessup's close association with these three was 
known to General Marshall and General Eisenhower when they wrote the eulogies of 
Jessup on page 271 of the Tydings hearings. 

Beginning in 1938, Philip C Jessup was, for several years, Chairman 
of your Pacific Council. The staff, working under what was practically his sole di- 
rection, was: Hilda Austern, Robert W. Barnett, Ruth D. Carter, Chen Han-seng, 
Chao Ting Chi, P, E. Corbett, Elizabeth C. Downing, Elsie Fairfax Cholmeley, 
Andrew J. Grajdanzev, Michael Greenberg, W. L. Holland, Y Y. Hsu, Owen Lattimore, 
W. J. Leaning, Philip E. Lilienthal, Matsuhei Matsuo, Kate Mitchell, Harriett L. 
Moore, Jack Shepherd, Russel G- Shiman, Virginia Thompson, Ellen van Zyll de 
Jong, Edward C. Carter. 

Of these 23, ten have been identified under oath as Communists, three 
of them as Soviet espionage agents; of the remaining 13, three have been revealed 
as ardent pro-Communists. Not one of the remaining 10 has any public record as 
an anti-Communist. Maybe Ambassador Jessup could work with them for years and 
never suspect their Communist bias. If so. he is stupid. 

With men like Jessup running our affairs, it is no wonder that signs on 
the Parkways leading out of New York read 4 *In case of enemy attack on New York 
City this Parkway will be closed to all except military and civil defense vehicles.** 
No wonder your list of Trustees included Alger Hiss, Lauchlin Currie, Henry Wallace, 
E* C> Carter, Owen Lattimore, Harriett Lucy Moore, John Carter Vincent, Benj, H. 
Kizer, Len De Caux, Mortimer Graves, John K, Fairbank and Frederick Vanderbilt Field. 

Posing as an authoritative source of information on the Far East, and 
having supplied scores of top policy makers to the Government, you and your large 
contributors, such as the Rockefeller and Carnegie funds „■ the National City -and the 
Chase Banks, etc., have a responsibility to your fellow Americans for the result. 
The blood of \\ million Chinese friends of the United States, executed since the decree 
of February 21 last, as well as the 80,000 American, and more than 1,000,000 Korean 
casualties, calls for drastic action by your Board, including co-operation with the 
Senate of the United States. A detailed study by you of all your activities, clearly ex- 
plaining the tie-in with Soviet objectives in the Far East, would greatly help the Mc 
Carran Committee.

Another government agency confidentially made 
available information obtained from an employee of that 
agency concerning the relationship of subject and Alfred 
Kohlberg. Lieutenant Colonel Williams was alleged to be 
a heavy contributor to Alfred Kohlberg and a close 
associate of Senators Malone and McCarthy. Lieutenant 
Colonel Williams' wife was allegedly observed "at McCarthy 
committee hearings lifting finger in V sign to McCarthy 
every time he called Acheson a traitor and called for 
his resignation." Subject allegedly was heard "to make 
more than derogatory remarks about Marshall," whom he 
described as senile, and reportedly called for the 
impeachment of the President. These remarks were allegedly 
made at parties in Georgetown. 

By way of description, the agency furnishing this 
information supplied the following information concerning 
Lieutenant Colonel Williams: 

"Williams had some success as a writer before the 
war, a play on which he collaborated, f Janie, if having been 
quite a box-office success and later bought for the movies. 
Very socially ambitious. He married after the war a 
California widow with considerable money. Some of his 
former friends think he anticipated making a big splurge 
in Washington society on his wife f s money, and that when 
they didn r t make the grade he took up with the McCarthy 
crew, who flatter him and make him feel important. Most 
of his former friends refuse to have him around, as they 
feel his current actions while wearing the Air Force 
uniform are so questionable as to be almost disloyal." 

From the description furnished, it is possible 
that Lieutenant Colonel Herschel Williams is identical 
with Herschel V. Williams, Lieutenant Colonel, AC-AUS, 
Serial No. 0-901639, who was recalled to active duty on 
June 7, 1948, at Washington, D. C.

INVESTIGATE THE CHINA LOBBY! 



SO THEY are going (maybe) to investigate the "China 
Lobby"! We can hardly wait. 
It will undoubtedly be said by those who are agitating 
for such an investigation that the Freeman is owned by 
the "China Lobby/* For every time an Owen Lattimore- 
ite is pressed to name the supposedly nefarious "Lobby/' 
it turns out to be a rotund, stubborn, courageous, faintly 
puckish man named Alfred Kohlberg, an importer of 
Chinese fabrics who serves as the Freeman's treasurer, 
sits on its board of directors, and writes articles that are 
sometimes accepted by its editors and sometimes turned 
down, (He has an article, a good one, in this issue on 
Chiang Kai-shek — see page 6190 

Mr, Kohlberg delights in the allegation that he is the 
"China Lobby." (He used to share the glorious oppro- 
brium with Clare and Henry Luce; now he seems to own 
it all by himself*) His only regret is that he hasn't been a 
more effective lobbyist for his good cause. He grinned a 
merry Kohlbergian grin the other day when we outlined 
our theory of what the editors of the New York Pest, for 
example, must be thinking of the Freeman these days, 
A c cord i Jig to our theory of what the Povi editors con- 
sider the Freeman to be, our staff is paid ofT each week in 
Chinese dollars. Our contributors, of course, get the 
same, and most of the work of the staff consists of hand- 
ling complaints about the rate of exchange. (Hard to eat 
on Chinese dollars these days,) 

Continuing our phantasmagorical projection of what 
must go on in the New York Foul mind, the Freeman 
board of directors must of course be packed with China- 
men. These include Chairman Leo (Lum Fong) Wolman, 
the well-known Sinologue of the Columbia University 
economics faculty; Ludwig (Hip Sing) von Mises, the 
Viennese Confucian; Roscoe (Wang the Tiger) Pound, 
authority on Mongolian tribal law and Dean Emeritus of 
the Harvard Law School; Leonard (the Old Mandarin) 
Head, head of the Foundation for Economic Education; 
the Reverend Stewart (Lao Tse-Tse) Robinson of Eliza- 
beth, N. J., a renowned Buddhist monk; William (Won 
Long Fang) Peter, attorney for the Chinese Eastern and 
Rock Island Railroad; Herbert (No Likee Lichee) 
Cornuelle, a connoisseur of bird's nest soup; and Law- 
rence (the Comprador) Fertig, an advertising man and 
breeder of chows. The Board's deliberations would nat- 
urally be conducted in pidgin English, which could only 
be hard on a stenographer who speaks and writes a 
Hopei dialect. But Freeman stenographers are indomita- 
ble, and can catch on to anything. 

(If Freeman board meetings were indeed conducted in 
pidgin English, a Laitimoreite spy might learn that the 
controlling thought is "Allee samee need more Amelican 
monoe.") 

Now that we have imagined the most idiotic w r orst 
that might be said of us, let's talk some sense. Let's 
talk, specifically, about Alfred Kohlberg, the man who 
is supposed to be the head and fount of the "China 
Lobby' 1 in America. Mr. Kohlberg, as we have already 
indicated, thinks it the right and duty of an American to 



support an anti-Communist Chinese government, since 
all pfo-Communist governments everywhere are dedi- 
cated by definition to the overthrow of the United States 
of America, He pleads guilty of being for Nationalist 
China on the same basis that the late William Allen White 
was for the British when he headed the Committee to 
Defend America by Aiding the Allies. Or on the same 
basis that Wendell Willkie, Herbert Agar, Will Clayton, 
Harold Guinzburg, Katherine Gauss Jackson, George 
Field and Franklin D. Roosevelt were members of the 
"British Lobby" when they supported the dispatching of 
over-age American destroyers to British ports to save the 
day against Hitler before the United States had officially 
entered World War II. 

As head of his own volunteer "China Lobby," Alfred 
Kohlberg has been doing his darndest for years to get 
himself called to a witness stand* He has a story to tell 
about the infiltration and subversion of China by Com- 
munist agents, and about the gullibility and/or treason 
of certain pro-Red Americans, and he would love nothing 
better than a Congressional forum in which to tell it. 
Failing a Congressional forum, he would take any other. 
For example, he has been trying for a long time to get 
Owen Lattimore to sue him and bring him into court. 
Either Lattimore has been "chicken" about it, or else he 
knows he has no case. 

If Alfred Kohlberg were an unregistered "paid agent" 
of the Kuomintang, as certain pro-Administration jour- 
nalists have dirtily tried to insinuate, he would have been 
in jail long ago. For the Department of Internal Revenue 
has spent hours — nay, weeks — combing over his per- 
sonal financial accounts and the books of his business. 
They have also gone over his wife's financial affairs with 
a fine-tooth comb/ The net of their searches was a dis- 
covery that Mr. Kohlberg had overpaid his taxes in the 
amounts of $180 and $108 in 1946 and 1947. According to 
Irene Kuhn, writing in the Sign for June, Kohlberg sub- 
sequently addressed a sarcastic note to Secretary of the 
Treasury Snyder, commenting acidly on the waste of 
taxpayers' money involved in such politically-motivated 
tax investigations. Shortly thereafter, says Mrs. Kuhn, 
the Treasury decided to disallow some items in the 
Kohlberg tax accounts that it had previously approved 
as deductible. But the Indian-giver Treasury boys could 
turn up no evidence of any payment from the Chinese 
Nationalists into Mr. Kohlberg 's coffers* 

Alfred Kohlberg is a happy man who loves a good fight. 
He hails originally from San Francisco, and he has a 
frontier independence about him that recalls the days of 
the old Argonauts. He has no hankering to be loved by 
those whom he considers to be tools. Conversely, he oan 
not love those who try out of foolishness to fool him. He 
got into his fight with the Communists almost by acci- 
dent back in 1943. On a trip to Chungking in that year he 
became perplexed by the fact that certain United States 
Embassy officials were circulating nasty rumors about 
Chiang Kai-shek. Since Chiang was our ally, Mr, Kohl-

'berg didn't know what to make of this. He talked sub- 
sequently with an American general and learned there 
was no foundation in truth for the rumor that Chiang 
was hoarding lend-lease tanks and guns for use against 
the Chinese Communists. The fact was, as the American 
general pointed out to Mr. Kohlberg, that Chiang 
couldn't very well be hoarding lend-lease tanks and guns 
because he hadn't as yet received any. 

Stirred by the evidence that calculated lies were being 
circulated about Chiang by American government offi- 
cials, Mr. Kohlberg thought back over some of the ma- 
terial sent out by the Institute of Pacific Relations. (He 
had been giving money to the IPR under the impression 
that it was a good "objective" research body.) He dis- 
covered upon investigation that the IPR "line" was the 
same anti-Chiang line that American Embassy men in 
Chungking were dishing out. Inasmuch as Mr. Kohlberg 
is not one who believes that parallel designs can be pro- 
duced by a series of accidents, he got busy with his own 
private investigations into Marxist methods of infiltra- 
tion, subversion and influence. Subsequently he formed 
his own China Policy Association to combat the Marxist 
Asiatic conspiracy. This Association sends out its own 
barrage of material to combat the Communist line on 
Asia. But the difference between the Kohlberg methods 
and the Communist and fellow-traveler methods is 
signal: Kohlberg fights in the open. 

In an issue that went to press in mid-April, the Free- 
man dared the Administration to fire General Mac- 
Arthur. The Administration did — and proceeded to fall 
flat on its face. We now dare the Administration to put 
Alfred Kohlberg on the stand. Let there be a full investi- x 
gation of the "China Lobby." Indeed, let there be a full 
investigation of all lobbying activities in the United 
States in behalf of foreign governments. Let us have full 
details, for example, of the handling of legal business in- 
volving foreign loans. Let us know all about the loan to 
satellite Poland, which was facilitated by a law firm to 
which a certain high United States policy-making official 
periodically retires to recoup his fortunes. Let us know 
what the partisans of France, of Britain, of Yugoslavia, 
of the Netherlands, are up to in the United States. And 
let us, above all, know what the innumerable partisans 
of Communist Russia are up to. That "lobby" has had 
more success than any other in putting over its point of 
view. 

In the middle of the Hiss-Chambers imbroglio, Presi- 
dent Truman made his diversionary remark about red 
herrings. But the Administration's threat to investigate 
the "China Lobby' 1 — a group devoted to championing the 
cause of oar ally in the western Pacific — is the reddest 
herring of them all. It is not a mere beet-red, a mere 
radish-red — it is deep scarlet. And it is the Truman 
government's own herring. Well, the Hiss-Chambers 
"red herring" proved what it proved — and Truman has 
been forced, by the silent drift and pressure of events, to 
elevate Tom Murphy, the prosecutor of Alger Hiss, to the 
Federal bench. Some day, after the Administration is 
through tangling with Alfred Kohlberg (who to our cer- 
tain knowledge is one part catamount, one part blood- 
hound and one part high-grade limpet), it may discover 
the practical sagacity to elevate him to something im- 
portant in behalf of the cause of good American anti- 



communism. For example, Kohlberg would make an ex- 
cellent adviser to the Far Eastern desk of the State De- 
partment. He would make an excellent envoy to Formosa. 

But we have a better suggestion than any of these. 
We suggest that he be made the director of the Voice of 
America. He might even be willing to take the job on at 
his own expense. Of one thing we are certain: that if 
Alfred Kohlberg were made the Voice of America our 
enemies would never know what hit them! 



THE TRUTH BURIED ALIVE 

IF IT IS a creaking sound you think you hear above the 
uproar of the world, it is the Voice of America suffering 
from an acute attack of the virus Achesonitis. 

The idea of combating Russian propaganda with the 
celestial weapon of truth came to a head three and one- 
half years ago when Congress passed the United States 
Information and Educational Exchange Act — "to pro- 
mote the better understanding of the United States 
among the peoples of the world and to strengthen their 
cooperative international relations." 

Was this to be propaganda? No, nothing like that. At 
least, the answer was no if you were thinking of propa- 
ganga in the wrong way. This was to be something new 
on the political earth — a propaganda of truth. To win 
the struggle for the mind of mankind all that was neces- 
sary was to tell the truth. The American truth, of course. 
Congress was enthusiastic for it. There would be books 
for world-wide distribution, magazines in foreign lan- 
guages, libraries in many countries stocked with literature 
and information, but the main thing would be the Voice 
of America to cast truth upon the air in all tongues, to 
everywhere, even beyond the iron curtain. 

It was a State Department enterprise. Few Americans 
have ever heard the Voice. It is for foreign ears. It has 
cost so far a quarter of a million dollars. This year it 
asked for $97,500,000 to amplify itself. Then, without 
notice to anybody, Congress cut it down to less than ten 
million, and stood fast in that decision against cries of 
outrage. Would it strangle the Voice of America? Did it 
want to lose the ideological war? To save the American 
taxpayer a few million dollars would it betray the mind 
of mankind? 

Now the fact was that Congress still believed in the 
original idea and stood ready to support it. Its dissatis- 
faction was not with the idea but with the Voice itself. 
The House Appropriations Committee, thinking it was 
time to find out what people were getting for their money, 
made some investigations. It found bad management, 
bad planning and waste. All of that it might have been 
able to take; but it found behind the Voice a fuzzy mind. 
Representative St. George reported to the House: 

I have spokon on the Voice of America. I do not think 
it was a very good broadcast and I am sure it was highly 
inappropriate, because I was asked to speak on an 
"equal rights" amendment for women, and when I got 
to the station to make it I was informed that they did 
not think it was a wise selection, because it might make 
people behind the iron curtain feel that the women in 
America did not have equal rights. I said I thought

This unique book does not mention American policies, it doelTnot talk 
of the Marshall Mission, it tells nothing of Dean Acheson and Philip Jessup\ It is 
the story of the Communist conquest of the Chinese mind. It does not even mention 
Chiang Kai-shek, except to tell how stupid he was in not realizing how the Commun- 
ists were seizing the Chinese mind from underneath his very eyes. In fact, it makes 
Chiang Kai-shek seem almost as stupid as President Truman, President Roosevelt, 
and our Secretaries of State, who permitted Alger Hiss, Henry Julian Wadleigh, Wil~ 
liam Remington, and others of the Communist conspiracy, to work under their very 
noses. 



Because this is a book about human beings under stress, under terror, 
under the necessity to change their very thoughts, the book is a thriller in every 
sense of the word.

41 I went to city officials and asked what was taking place. They had a 
good laugh. 'The Chinese Chamberof Commerce asked to be allowed to observe the 
Anniversary/ they explained. They said they were dependent on Red China for their 
business, and couldn't very well ignore the day. They said they'd like permission to^ 
have a little outdoor celebration, nothing much, no speeches or demonstrations, or 
anything of that sort. ...This sudden appreciation of Communism by the Chinese-mer- 
chants of Macao, as capitalist a coterie of businessmen as ever sold a chunk of gold 

bullion or a crate of penicillin, appeared out of character I first inquired about the 

role of the Chinese Chamber ofCommerce, No, nobody J could learn about there 
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had any affection for anything Communist, except the good American dollars that 
Red China paid for what it wanted. The whole idea of their sponsoring the anniver- 
sary celebration was one member's - a rather important member because every- 
body knew he was the unofficial ambassador of the Chinese Communist government/ 
in Macao. . . .Anybody in Macao who did business in Red China depended on his good 
favor and a couple of others ranking with him/ 1 



I could not read this without thinking of the situation in San Francisco, 
my native city, where the good members of the Chamber of Commerce passed a" 
Resolution asking for the recognition of Communist China and its entry into the 
United Nations. As in Macao, this was done at the suggestion of one very important 
member, 

'~ fiSf 

Half a world apart, the reactions of the business men of Macao and San- 
Francisco were alike. Both of them were interested only in business in gold'fears, 
penicillin, ammunition, steel, rubber, cotton and all the other things that Red China- 
needed. To hell with the ideological complexities and never mind who was shooting 
our boys in Korea. 



Again, in Indo-China, he came on the same business point of view. He 



says : 



M The Chinese communities, primarily middle-class merchants, conspicuously avoided 
antagonizing the Communists. 

•'Their explanations to me were to the point. They had heard that Red China would 
shortly be admitted to the United Nations. Even Britain had recognized Red China, 
If the Western world set this example, they asked me, how could they be expected 
to hit their heads against a stone wall? Fantastic as it sounded, they were not sure 
which side we were on, in practice. They were too wise to be taken in by protesta- 
tions of neutrality because they knew there could be no neutrality in dealing with 
Communism — 

"They had to live here, these Chinese pointed out. They were not sure what compro- 
mises or negotiations abroad might take the floor out from under the anti-Communist 
campaign in Indochina, nor could they be sure of the extent to which Red China would 
be allowed to strengthen the Communist regime that both Peiping and Moscow had 
recognized in Indochina. This was the theme that I had heard in Malaya, and which 
I heard everywhere I went in Asia.' 1 

And again he found the same sort of insanity in Hongkong, the British 
Crown Colony, so close to the China coast. He says, speaking of Communist book- 
lets of the most virulent anti- American, anti-British content; 

"My astonishment was even greater when I was able to find these booklets on sale 
in Hong Kong — With a few exceptions, all the Chinese-language bookshops, including 
most of the big ones, were either entirely or overwhelmingly pro-Communist. These 
bookshops refused to accept literature which the Communists disapproved of 
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"The Chinese populace of Hongkong was thus restricted in effect to Communist liter- 
ature, virtually all of which followed an intensely anti-American war line.../* 

How reminiscent of the very situation in New York's book stores, 
where to find an anti- Communist book, one must know its title and insist that the 
clerk bring it out from behind the counter. 

Speaking of his interviews with captured Communist terrorists in 
Malaya, he says: 

"All were alike in that their practical training had included Marxism and Stalin- 
ism to make them dependable.*' 

Again how like New York where the Daily Worker publishes the ad- 
vertisements of the Jefferson School, reading*: "Theory will make you strong." 

Telling of a Communist Chinese military officer addressing his 
troops, explaining to them that they were going to Siberia to help Big Brother Rus- 
sia, who had helped them, he says: 

"This was because we were thinking in patches, but the Communists were not. 
Americans were talking about the *Korean war, 1 Englishmen were speaking about 
the 'Malaya war,' Frenchmen were referring to the 'Indochina war.' But neither 
the Chinese Communists nor any other Communists in Asia used that terminology. 
They spoke of the 'All- Asia War,' of the 4 Kor ea-China-Indochina-Philippines front,* 
of the 'Anti- Imperialist war.' " 

It's all one war to them, and like the war in Korea which is bleeding 
us white, Indochina is bleeding France white, Malaya is bleeding Britain white.; 
There is no danger of all-out war, the Communists are winning in the slow blood- 
letting with which they expect to conquer the world in more and more decades. 
Not next year, as some here seem to fear. 

- Hunter reports of the ever present notebooks in which every suspected- 

person must keep a diary covering his every move and thought. Again and again let- 
ters from American prisoners in Korea, published in the Daily Worker, mention 
these note books (for example, Daily Worker, Oct. 26, 1951, page 2). Apparently our 
own boys are having their l 'brains washed." 

Edward Hunter's book is easy reading, I read it through in one after- 
noon. It is a real thriller. If you would know what your son, or your nephew, or 
your friend's son is up against in Korea, read: 1 'Brain- Washing in Red China," 
by Edward Hunter.

Also present were 509 
others— cabinet minister model 
workers, model farmers, repre- 
sentatives of the Liberation 
Army, and leaders of tho 
minority races.

He a'so claimed that there lias 
been economic stability and in- 
creased production in Red* China. 

However, he said rigid austeri- 
ty must be enforced in Red 
China, despite his earHer claims 
of increased production; 

He also warned that the move- 
ment for "self-education and 
seif-reform T> must ■ be further 
carried out — especially the 
"thought reform" among the in- 
telligentsia. This appears ,to 
mean an even more intensified 
campaign for "bra hv wash tog*' in 
order to weed out any un-Com- 
munist thoughts in Red China, 

Regarding the Korean war, 
Mao reiterated that the Korean 
question should be solved by 
peaceful means. He maintained 
that all that is necessary is Am- 
erican wiilingness to solve the 
question on the basjs of justice 
and reasonableness. 

"The great Resist-Ameriea Aid- 
Korea Movement is still continu- 
ing and will continue until the 
United States government is 
willing to settle it peacefully," he 
said. 

Mao linked the Korean ques- 
tion WJth Taiwan in his next 
breath when he said, * l We all are 
clear of that fact that if the 
United States had not occupi- 
ed our Taiwan and invaded the 
Korean Democratic People's Re- 
public and driven to our north- 
eastern frontier, the Chinese 
people would not have fought 
the American troops." 

He told the meeting that thr

about Formosa, of which you said (incorrectly), that the Declaration 
of Cairo provided "....Formosa should go back to China." 

(6) January 2, 1950, you told the National Press Club that Korea and For- 
mosa were outside our defense arc in the Pacific. No quibbling. 

(7) May 2, 1950, 35 U. S. Senators signed a letter to President Truman 
asking him to make it clear that he had no intention of recognizing 
Red China. No answer. 

(8) June 10, 1950, the President, speaking in St. Louis, said "..'..we are 
closer to World Peace now than at any time in the last three years." 
Just another example of how your subordinates misled you and the 
President. 

(9) June 25, 1950, Red Koreans attacked South Korea. We had given the 
South Koreans only small arms for internal security, fearing/ as your 
department stated, that if we gave them more they might attack the 
North. Again you were misled, Yet Secretary Louis Johnson testified 
that it was you and not the Defense Department that advised President 
Truman to fight in Korea. 

(10) June 30, 1950, Chiang Kai-shek offered 3 of his 8 American- equipped 
divisions to fight in Korea, saying he had the shipping available to land 
them. You refused for fear it might bring the Chinese Reds into the war. 
Instead, on June 27 you blockaded Formosa with the 7th Fleet so as to 
end Chiang's partial blockade of the China Coast, thus letting Red China 
get vast amounts of rubber, oil, cotton, etc. 

(11) September 10, 1950, in a television interview, you said the Red Chinese 
would not intervene. Ambassador Jessup leaked to the press that it 
was General MacArthur who made that prediction, which he denies. 
Professor Jessup's secretary took notes behind the door. Yet beginning 
in July 1950 Chiang Kai-shek's Intelligence officers supplied us with full 
and continuous reports of movement of Chinese Red forces to Manchuria. 

(12) December 1950 - After the Red Chinese intervened Chiang Kai-shek 
again offered 3 divisions. They were again refused. If Chinese troops 
were fighting on our side, it might affect the morale of the Chinese Red 
Volunteers on Russia's side. This might be considered counter-subversive, 
something you assured the U. N. we would never consider. Anyway, we 

are not running short of Americans, yet.

Even after the Red Chinese attacked, General MacArthur was forbidden 
to bomb the staging areas, supply lines and airfields in Manchuria, and 
hydroelectric dams in North Korea. This permitted the Reds to build 
up their present vast airforce in the Manchurian sanctuary. 

January 13, 1951 - You voted in the U. N. for a cease fire offer to the Reds, 
It provided that the question of their admission to the U.N, and the dispo- 
sition of Formosa be left to a Committee of the United States, United 
Kingdom, U.S.S.R. and Red China. Three to one against the United States 
(maybe even 4 to 1 against us). This in spite of your press statement of 
February 2, 1949 that k *. . • . the United States would not disucss with any 
nation any matter which was of direct interest to other nations, without 
the participation of the representatives of those other nations." (Yet 
you left the recognized Chinese government out of this, just as later, 
at San Francisco, you left them out of the Japanese peace treaty.) 

January 1951 - We advised President Rhee of Korea we might have to 
withdraw and abandon our Koreans. He said he would fight on and asked 
we leave our arms behind for them. We refused. Meantime President 
Rhee had drafted 500,000 men but we stated we had no arms, nor are we 
manufacturing any but a small amount for them, 

January 23, 1951, by 91 to 0 vote the Senate resolved "that the Communist 
Chinese Government should not be admitted to membership in the U. N. 
This is the 100% unity for which President Truman calls. 

June 23, 1951 - Malik denounces the United States on the radio and at 
the end says the Field Commanders should be able to agree on a cease 
fire. We fall all over ourselves offering to meet on a Danish Hospital 
Ship, but the Reds tell us just how to do it and we do it their way. This 
still goes on and to date we have not made public what we would consider 
proper terms. Do you know? 

July 8, 1951 - In a speech in Baltimore, I stated as an 1 'informed guess' ' 
that the whole deal, including final terms, had been agreed on in Paris 
between Gromyko and Jessup, The next morning Assistant Secretary 
McDermott denied this, saying Messrs. Gromyko and Jessup had not 
even discussed the question of settlement in Korea. I wonder what they 
talked about for 3 months? 

In October 1951, you permitted item 18 on the Paris agenda, which would 
put our forces, fighting for the United Nations, under a "Collective 
Security Committee' ' of the U»N., which could remove our Commander 
and substitute a Briton or Frenchman (possibly a Russian). 

In November 1951 - At Faris, Ambassador Jessup said we will not 
recognize Red China "in existing circumstances," Chester Bowles in 
India said u as long as (Korean) war goes on, the American people will 
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not vote for recognition of China. But if negotiations are successful 
and we do get peace in Korea, that may be the first step of a long chain 
which may lead to a new situation." These statements are contrary to 
the 91 to 0 Senate vote referred to above. 

(21) N. Y. TIMES page 1, December 13 t 1951, says that on your return from 
Europe you expressed confidence that when the Western World built up 
enough strength, the Soviet Union would agree to talk peace and disarm- 
ament in good faith. This contradicts President Truman who stated 
that no agreement with the Soviets "is worth the paper it is written on," 

(22) In her column of November 27, 1951, Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt 
reported a State dinner of the President of the French Republic, 
saying: "Mr. Vishinsky. . # .was in a very pleasant mood and we talked 
back and forth across the table, . . .For many of our Soviet friends I 
think the interpreters are merely a refuge." Your Department was 
negligent in not informing Mrs. Roosevelt that these people are not 
"our Soviet friends", but are, in fact, the people who ordered the 
atrocities against American and Korean P.O.Ws. 

(23) And now December 23, 1951 - on "Meet the Press," television program, 
General J. Lawton Collins said he still didn't know our objectives in 
Korea, And reporting from Europe, in the New York TIMES of December 
26, 1951, George Meany, Secretary-Treasurer of the A. F. of L. says 

the U. S. is "losing the propaganda battle because of the lack of 
over-all policy by the State Department." 



As revealed in Forums, the public has four different explana- 
tions of our Korean policy. Some people think our Korean Policy has been 
just a series of snap decisions on the spur of the moment. Some blame it on 
you and call it the "let the dust settle policy." Some blame it on the White 
House and, because of its unpredictability, call it the "drunk and disorderly 
policy." With this view I do not agree. 

Others take a longer view, going back to General Marshall's 
attempt to form a coalition in China and his embargo on arms to Chiang. They 
believe our policy is to save as much of the world as our resources and strength 
permit. They think that this administration believes that only the western 
fringe of Europe can be saved. So, they say, the Pacific must be abandoned; 
and our actions there have no objective except to gain time to arm Europe and 
ourselves. In short, a "Save the White World Policy." This I doubt. 

Some say our objective is "containment"; a determination 
after Eastern Europe and China were gone, to fight wherever Communist ag- 
gression shows its head. Indo-China, Burma, Malaya, India, Iran, Egypt - 
we'll fight anywhere. Whatever Americans may think, it is certain that Indo- 
Chinese, Burmese, Malayans, Indians, Iranians, and Egyptians don*t want us 
to make Koreas of their lands. This "containment policy" explanation seems 
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possible, even though it means American, but no Russian, 'casualties in all 
the far places of the globe. 

The fourth view is that since you succeeded Under-Secretary 
Grew in August 1945, our objective has been the Communizing of Asia, on the 
sincere, if mistaken, assumption that Communism has much to offer to those 
backward areas. This view holds our reversal of policy in Korea, and entry 
into war there, was to make our opposition to Communism in Asia so bloody 
that public opinion would be brought to accept the Red Chinese in the U*N. and 
the sell-out of Formosa, U. S. News (December 7, 1951) reports Eden now urg- 
ing this, and your department "not ready for it yet. 11 Thus the seemingly end- 
less negotiations and mounting casualties must continue until public opinion 
becomes resigned to this appeasement of Communism, which would be followed 
by the strategic envelopment of the Philippines and Indo-China, and possible 
withdrawal from a Japan left almost naked of armament* 

This view ascribes to your advisers, of whom I warned you, a 
diabolical cleverness on behalf of World Communism. If these are your real 
objectives, we seem well on the road to victory. 

October 17, 1951, General MacArthur made this same charge at 
Miami. President Truman characterized the General's statement as untruth- 
ful, but he has not answered the General's challenge to him to state "that under 
no conditions o0O „would the U. S. permit Formosa to fall into Red hands or Com- 
munist China to be seated in the U„ N. ,1 

The incomplete testimony under oath before the House Committee 
in 1948 by Adolf Berle, Chairman of the Liberal Party of the State of New York, 
and former Asst 0 -Secretary of State, that you headed the pro-Russian group in 
the State Department, with Alger Hiss as your first assistant; the wastage of 
American and Korean lives in a war fought by our military leaders for objectives 
which they state are unknown to them; the all-pervading fear of a general war 
under our present leadership, whose only stated objective is "peace," in whose 
holy name tens of thousands of Americans and hundreds of thousands of Koreans 
and Chinese are being slaughtered; and the possibility that all this blood will be 
spilled on the advice of men whose concealed objectives may be the same as 
Alger Hiss', is too horrible to contemplate. Yet the record leaves doubts that 
can only be answered by a straight-forward statement of objectives.

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Stupidity, Treason, or Irrationality? 

Four years ago this spring, Dr. Fifield dropped 
into my office in New York immediately after 
he had had a talk with one of our elder states- 
men. He told me that the statesman had told him 
that he was frequently being asked by visitors: 
"How did we get into this international mess we are 
in? Was it caused by studity or treason?" 

Four years ago informed Americans realized 
what every American knows today: that our free- 
dom is in peril and that the mistakes that have 
brought us to this peril may have been caused by 
stupidity and incompetence, or by deliberate 
treachery— or a combination of both. 

Of course, stupidity played an important part in 
bringing us from unconditional victory to the brink 
of unconditional disaster in less than seven years. 
Seven years ago the Soviet Union was punch- 
drunk. Nearly half of European Russia was de- 
stroyed. 20,000,000 Russians were dead. We mar- 
shalled overwhelming forces. Previously, on Janu- 
ary 1, 1942, the Soviet Union had signed the 
Atlantic Charter pledging itself 4 not to seek any 
aggrandizement, territorial or other," and to extend 
the right of self-determination to all people. 

Thus we had both the written promise and the 
physical power to bring about the peace we 
wanted. But the two Presidents and five Secretaries 
of State who have controlled our fate, and have 
been responsible for our security, during these fate- 
ful- years, had already agreed with Russia that the 
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pledges of the Atlantic Charter were scraps of 
paper. 

It is unthinkable that these Presidents and Sec- 
) retaries of State could have been'treasonable. That 
some of their advisors were treasonable has been 
proven. We now know about Alger Hiss, Harry 
Dexter White, Owen Lattimore, Lee Pressman, 
Julian Henry Wadleigh and more than forty of 
the personnel of the IPR who penetrated the gov- 
ernment and have been identified as Communists 
before Congressional Committees. 

When Senator Joe McCarthy referred to various 
lists of 205, 81, and 57, he was guilty either of un- 
derstatement or ignorance of the vast scope of the 
conspiracy within the Administration. Vice-Presi- 
dent Barkley proudly declared that between 2500 
' and 3500 had been fired for questionable loyalty. 
Of the list of 81 cases, details of each of which 
were read on the floor of the Senate by Senator 
McCarthy, ten have since been fired or forced to 
• resign from the government, though at the time 
they were all defended as paragons of virtue. 
But none of these Communists would have had 
< the slightest influence on national decisions if there 
had not been something lacking at the top. They 
| might have stolen secrets, all the way from the 
pumpkin papers to the atom bomb, but they would 
not have been able to write national policy. Every- 
time they recommended a step in the wrong direc- 
tion they were opposed by good Americans in im- 
portant positions in the Government. 
May I illustrate by just one instance: 
On April 21, 1945, nine days after Harry S. 
Truman became President, a report was delivered 
by G2 (Army Intelligence) to the Chairman of the

Joint Chiefs of Staff, General George C. Marshall, 
for delivery to the President. It was signed by ten 
Colonels, all but two of whom are still alive. 

The ninth item in the report of the ten Colonels 
stated: 

"To take a line of action which would save few 
lives now, and only a little time-at an unpredict- 
able cost in lives, treasure, and honor in the future- 
and simultaneously destroy our ally China would 
be an act of treachery that would make the Atlantic 
Charter and our hopes for world peace a tragic 
farce." 

And lastly the report made a special recommen- 
dation, which I shall read in full: 

"General MacArthur should be summoned to 
Washington immediately. The President should 
consider the all-important matter of Soviet Russia's 
entry into the Asiatic war with General MacArthur 
eye to eye. All other political and military person- 
ages should be excluded from this conference." 

You will find this whole story on pages 2914 to 
2917 of the MacArthur Hearings. 

Our President did exactly the opposite of what 
the Colonels recommended. As a result, China was 
lost to the Free World. 

Both stupidity and treason played a part— stu- 
pidity at the top and treason in the advisory level, 
but remember that we, the people of the United 
States, who are the real government, approved at 
the time. 

We approved the enslavement of Eastern Eu- 
rope, the betrayal of China, the withdrawal from 
Korea, and then the war there, the Alger Hiss, 
United Nations, and endless other acts against our 
ovVn interest. Why? 
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From Ancient Greece comes the quotation: 
"Whom the gods would destroy they first make 
mad." Could this be the explanation? Is it possible 
that while each of us as an individual is perfectly 
sane, that collectively, as a nation, we have gone 
insane? All we need do is apply every day tests of 
sanity to our actions as a nation. 

In 1948 General MacArthur said': "Anyone who 
proposes using American ground troops on the con- 
tinent of Asia should have his reason examined." 
That is exactly what we did in Korea in 1950, and 
are still doing. Let's follow General MacArthur's 
advice and examine our reason. 

Ten years ago we had become convinced that 
appeasement of aggressive Dictators was not only 
wrong, but it was useless. Since December, 1943, 
we have believed that appeasement of Stalin was 
the road to peace. Even the war in Korea has not 
disillusioned many of us. Were we sane then, or 
are we sane now? 

The first week of the war in Korea, Chiang Kai- 
shek offered three of his eight American equipped 
divisions to fight in Korea. Secretary Acheson re- 
fused them. After the Chinese Communists inter- 
vened, Chiang reoffered' those troops. Again we re- 
fused. Remember, those three divisions were more 
troops than all the rest of the U.N. put together. 
Stalin is using Chinese troops to fight for him. Do 
you think Stalin is crazy and we are sane, or vice- 
versa? 

If Red China is admitted to the U.N.. the anti- 
Communist Chinese armies under Chiang Kai-shek 
will become international outlaws; Russia will leg- 
ally supply air force and navy to the Reds; and 
Formosa will fall. When that happens, the Philip- 
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pines and Indo-China will be outflanked and Japan 
may be untenable in case of war. Then, as General 
MacArthur wired the V.F.W. Convention in Chi- 
cago August 28, 1950, "It would shift any future 
battle area 5,000 miles eastward to the coasts of 
the American continents, our own home coast. 

Yet on January 13, 1951 we voted in the U.N. 
for a peace offer to the Chinese Reds. It offered' 
them a seat in the U.N, and the turn-over of For- 
mosa. It is almost public knowledge that we are 
planning again for it after the election, if the peace 
talks with the Red Chinese murderers can be 
dragged out that long. In short, if General Mac- 
Arthur knows what he is talking about, we are 
planning to shift the front line, if war comes, from 
the coast of Asia to the coast of California. What 
kind of sense does that make? 

On December 12th last, Secretary Acheson ex- 
pressed confidence that "when we became strong 
the Soviet Union would agree to talk peace and 
disarmament in good faith." Earlier last fall, Presi- 
dent Truman said no agreement with the Soviets is 
worth the paper it is written on. We seem to believe 
them both. 

Prior to the war in Korea, Chiang Kai-shek en- 
forced a partial blockade of the China coast. Two 
days after the Korean war started, President 
Truman ordered the Seventh Fleet to stop that 
blockade, and the China coast was opened to more 
than a million tons of oil, cotton, tools, rubber, and 
all the needs of war. Only a protest by Senator 
O'Conor of Maryland partially stopped it. Yet, right 
today, American-owned ships are still carrying con- 
traband' to Red China, to help kill our sons in 
Korea. That is immoral as well as crazy. In fact, it 



it symptomatic of one of the last stages of insanity— 
a suicidal mania. 

Our whole attitude toward the war in Korea 
reeks of National madness. On January 29th Presi- 
dent Truman said he has now awarded more Con- 
gressional Medals than any other President. Yet, a 
large section of American opinion, including the 
President and Secretary of State, do not seem to 
want us to win. 

Twice before sizeable sections of American 
opinion did not favor victory. I£ the Tories* idea 
of compromise, instead of victory, had prevailed' 
during the Revolution there would have been no 
United States. If the Copperheads call for com- 
promise during the Civil War had prevailed, the 
United States, as we know it, would have ended. 

When we were small, and still sane, we refused 
to pay blackmail to pirates saying: "Millions for 
defense, but not one cent for tribute." Today we 
have paid tribute for Vogeler and for our four flyers 
to Hungary; tribute for Angus Ward, our Consul- 
Gene ral, and for the editor of the American paper 
in Shanghai, and for innumerable other Americans 
in China. Were we crazy one hundred fifty years 
ago or are we now? 

In 1823 President Monroe refused Britain s offer 
to join us in the proclamation of the Monroe Doc- 
trine. We wanted to be free to act instead of just 
consult, even with only one other nation, and that 
nation the one that ruled the seas. One hundred 
twenty-two years after Monroe's proclamation we 
emasculated his Doctrine at Chapultepec and 
turned it into a consultative pact with twenty -one 
Latin American States. We had to do that because 
the U.N. Charter forbids us to act on our own and 
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we were so insistent on being sugar daddy to the 
U.N., we abandoned our fredom of action in this 
hemisphere without even a squawk. 

In 1899 Seeretaiy John Hay proclaimed the 
Open Door Policy, aimed immediately at prevent- 
ing extension of Russian sovereignty in Manchuria, 
and permanently at preventing the trade and re- 
sources of China from falling into the grasp of any 
conquering military power. In 1922 at the nine 
Power Conference in Washington we sank part of 
our Navy to get Japan to agree to that same Open 
Door Policy. In 1941 we brought the attack on 
Pearl Harbor by refusing peace with Japan short 
of her withdrawal from China. Three years, two 
months and 1,350,000 casualties later, at Yalta, we 
secretly gave Russia what we had denied her in 
1899 and Japan in 1941. And scarcely an American 
asks "Why the 1,350,000 casualties?" 

On December 13th last, in his press conference, 
President Truman gave the reporters the low-down 
on the Korean war, strictly off the record. What he 
told them you and I dbn't know, but the reporters 
for the Russian Tass Agency and the New York 
Communist Daily Worker were there. Please don't 
misunderstand me. I'm not suggesting that Presi- 
dent Truman is crazy. Just that we are. 

From time to time we are told that the Marshall 
Plan, the Atlantic Alliance, Creek-Turkish aid, 
rearming German divisions, and entry into the 
Korean war were calculated risks. And great suc- 
cesses. The calculations remain unexplained. The 
risk is clear. The success escapes us. 

No policy has ever been outlined as a guide to 
our commitments. Everywhere we seem to be 
caught with too little, too late. 



In 1949 our Secretary told us our policy was to 
"Let the dust settle." We withdrew from Korea in 
1949 and rushed back unprepared in 1950. The 
dust has now settled on more than 20,000 Ameri- 
can graves. 

I hold in my hand a photostat of an article by 
George E, Sokolsky, dated January 24, 1951, in 
which he lists ninety-eight Americans who have 
been publicly fighting Communism since 1940. I 
have counted and find that I am personally ac- 
quainted with 71 of them. Some of them, I am 
happy to say, live or lived in Los Angeles. They 
include such men and women as Morrie Ryskind, 
Oliver Carlson, James W. Fifield, Jr., William R. 
Hearst, James McGuiness, Adolphe Menjou, Robert 
Montgomery, Roscoe Pound, Lela Rogers, Jack 
B. Tenney. 

At various times in talks with some of them, I 
•have been shocked to have them say that they 
felt that we were going to lose, partly from' the 
inside and partly from the outside. Of course the 
Communists are all sincerely convinced of this, but 
to find some of the outstanding anti-Communists 
believing it, is a shock. 

After the end of the war in Europe, our Su- 
preme Commander ordered withdrawal from the 
areas we occupied in Thuringia, Saxony and 
J achy mo v, the provinces containing the Erzege- 
birge pitchblende mines, source of uranium. 

And yet today the majority of Americans, ac- 
cording to the Gallup Poll, think we'll be sunk if 
we don't elect as President next November, either 
the President who didn't know they were stealing 
the bomb, and that we were giving them the 
uranium mines, or the Supreme Commander who 
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didn't know what he was doing when he turned 
over those mines. 

No wonder so many of the men listed by 
George Sokolsky think we are doomed. 

On Monday, November 5th last, the N.Y. World 
Telegram carried the following two headlines: 

"Gen. Ike to ask Arms, but Fast, for Europe/' 
On another page the headline read: 

"S chum an says Acheson will present disarma- 
ment proposal to the U.N." 

As Hamlet would say: "To Arm or not to Arm?" 

As late as November 1951 we cannot seem to 
make up our minds. Maybe we are as mad as 
Hamlet. 

We now know that all our military secrets were 
stolen— everything from the atom bomb to the 
newer anchored mine. In August 1950 I told the 
press that in 1945 Prime Minister Mackenzie King 
of Canada had given President Truman a list of 
one hundred fifty Americans connected with the 
Atom Spy Ring in Canada, and not one had been 
arrested. A day later, Lester Pearson, External Af- 
fairs Minister of Canada, said I was in error, that 
the list contained one hundred sixty-three names 
but they had no proof that they were atom spies. 
The names just came out of the memo books of the 
Canadian spies. 

Scores of other spies have been named by 
Whittaker Chambers, Elizabeth Bentley, Hede 
Massing, Louis Budenz and others. Except for the 
six caught in the Fuchs atom spy ring, not one is 
in jail for such activity. 

Meantime a man named Hany Bridges controls 
our shipping and has an absolute stranglehold on 
our last Pacific stronghold of Hawaii. It would be 



difficult to explain to those fine Americans dying 
in Korea why it is so important to defeat the 
Communists there, while our homegrown variety 
control their lifeline, and are pampered here at 
home. The most charitable explanation is simply 
that we've gone stark, staring mad. 

On November 17 last, the New York Herald 
Tribune, our leading Republican paper, referring 
to the release of the news of the slaughter of our 
POW's by the Reds in Korea, said: 

. . it seems clear that an announcement of 
this kind should never have been made in this 
way, under the diplomatic situation obtaining, 
with this degree of irresponsibility. . . . That thou- 
sands of American lives have been sacrificed by 
Oriental Communist brutality is something we 
knew before; nothing can now bring them back 
. . . one can only hope that the net result will be 
to . . . promote rather than prevent a practicable 
end to this conflict." 

In short, forget the murder of these loyal Amer- 
icans and Koreans so as not to interfere with the 
shenanigans of the diplomats, of whose loyalty 
many of us have grave doubts. If the Herald Trib- 
une represents America, I wonder if we deserve 
to survive? 

This national madness that afflicts us is espe- 
cially prevalent in our daily press and in all our 
organs of public opinion. We know that that is 
partly due to the infiltration of Reds and pinkoes. 
1 am an optimist and believe we will eventually 
rout them out, though I see no signs of it now. 
But even if that is accomplished and we rid our 
press of the actual traitors, the madness that let 
them infiltrate will still afflict us. 
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Senators Herbert Lehman and Hubert Hum- 
phrey added the internment camp amendment to 
the McCarran Act, and I believe two of the for- 
mer Japanese camps out here are being readied 
now. I think it would be wonderful to lock up all 
our leading intellectuals there, and give the rest 
of us dumb Americans a chance to do our own 
thinking in the quietude that would follow. May- 
be we are not entirely hopeless cases. 

In that quietude we would rediscover that Gov- 
ernment is now, as always, the greatest infringer 
on natural rights, constitutional rights, legal rights 
and civil rights. We would become aware that 
dissenters and critics, and even crackpots, are not 
now, and never have been, seriously threatened 
with suppression by public opinion. We would 
realize that the agents of the Kremlin are not 
individual dissenters and critics, or even crack- 
pots, but are ruthlessly disciplined members of a 
treasonable conspiracy that must be stamped out 
with equal ruthlessness. 

Most of these examples of madness seem far 
away. Let's get closer to home. You have a great 
State University here, in spite of the fact that I 
contaminated it a long time ago, until I was 
shaken out at the end of. my sophomore year by 
the earthquake of 1906. Or should I say, fire? 

Two years ago the un-American Activities 
Committee of the House of Representatives pub- 
lished a two-volume report entitled "Hearings: 
Communist Infiltration of Radiation Laboratory 
and Atomic Bomb Project at the University of 
California." 

How shocking a story that is we'll all appreciate 
if and when the bombs drop on us. Not a single 



one of those involved was arrested for his or her 
part, as far as I know. 

That's past and it's difficult to get excited about 
the horse that's stolen. But what about the Uni- 
versity now? I have no idea how many Commun- 
ists it harbors, nor have the authorities, either, 
r \ I suspect. 

j Bob Sproul is one of the most successful and 

Ione of the best liked university presidents in the 
country. And yet he was Chairman of the Institute 
of Pacific Relations during the very years of its 
heaviest Communist activity. Like Eisenhower at 
Columbia, he's personally anti-Communist. Is he 
not suffering from the same madness as the rest 
of us? 

I don't know the situation out here, but this 
madness seems worse in our colleges back East 
than among the intellectually underprivileged like 
me, or even among the alumni of the very same 
institutions. In fact, the lefties operate a secret 
reign of terror on* the campuses. 

If any faculty member thinks General Mac- 
Arthur is a great American, he must say so in 
a most circumspect manner. If he thinks Senator 
McCarthy has been of service to his country, he'd 
better not say so at all. And when it comes to such 
a low character as Alfred Kohlberg, even my best 
friends on college faculties dare not admit they 
know me. All in the name of "academic freedom."

Muart Chase, the genius who originally coined the 
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phrase, The New Deal." Mr. Chase starts out re- 
ferring to: "The heresy trial of Philip Jessup" and 
then says: "A clearer term would be guilt by ver- 
bal association." He then says: 
"Communists are against Chiang Kai-shek; 
The State Department is dubious about Chiang: 
Therefore the State Department is run by Com- 
munists. 

In essence, Senator McCarthy's whole case rests 
on this syllogism." 

That does sound a bit ridiculous doesn't it? 
There's just one thing wrong with it. And that is 
that it is completely untrue, except for the state- 
ment that the State Department is run by the 
Reds. 7 

What Senator McCarthy said about Philip Jes- 
sup was that he had belonged to or sponsored five 
Communist Fronts; that he had written a letter 
to the N.Y. Times in 1946 proposing we throw our 
stockpile of atom bombs in the ocean; that he had 
been Chairman or Vice-Chairman of the Institute 
of Pacific Relations over a period of years; that 
he had been consulted on highest policy decisions 
by top Communists; that of his personal staff at 
LP.R. the majority have been revealed in sworn 
testimony to be either Communists or espionage 
agents, and most of the rest as leftists. And that 
he and his State Department cronies have created 
disaster for us in the Pacific, out of the uncondi- 
tional victory of 1945. Not a word about "The 
State Department is dubious about Chiang Kai- 
shek." 

Maybe that's "guilt by association," but let's re- 
member that Governor Dewey made his big repu- 
tation by convicting the members of Murder, Inc., 
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a conspiracy to commit murder. Some turned 
State's evidence and the others burned in the 
electric chair at Sing Sing because of their asso- 
ciation in the conspiracy. Guilt by association with 
a conspiracy in both cases. 

Every day's papers carry items that exhibit 
our madness. Just a few: 

Speaking at Asbury Park, New Jersey, Decem- 
ber 8, last, Under-Secretary of the Army, Archi- 
bald Alexander, said: 

"Aggression has been repelled in Korea in an 
action unique in history. It has been the greatest 
military victory the collective free world has ever 
achieved/' May God save us from more such 
victories! 

Or the Gallup Poll as reported December 19, 
1951. The headline reads: "70% Favor Truman 
Meeting with Stalin." The same 70%, at least, 
know that no agreement, as President Truman 
said, would be worth the paper it was written on. 
They further know we would likely lose our shirts 
as well, as~ve did at Teheran, Yalta and Potsdam. 
Just another example of believing two contradic- 
tory statements at the same time. The clinical 
name for this is— schizophrenia. 

A little sidelight on this Gallup poll result was 
that it appeared on page twenty of the World Tele- 
gram, but the Daily Worker carried it with glee 
in big type on page one. Maybe you think the 
Daily Worker is crazy? 

Last December the U.N. General Assembly in 
Paris passed a Soviet resolution to investigate U.S. 
subversive activities behind the Iron Curtain (but 
not Soviet subversive activities). The U.S. Dele- 
gation voted for the Soviet Resolution. Do I think 



that Senator Austin, Ambassador Jessup, Mrs. 
Roosevelt, Dr. Channing Tobias and the rest of 
our delegation were crazy? Of course not. I think 
we are. 

Everybody knows that we will probably stum- 
ble into war with the Soviet Union eventually, or 

& they'll pick their time to start it unless something 
intervenes. And most Americans realize that the 
only likely hope for something intervening is the 
overthrow of the Communist Dictatorship. Nearly 

* everyone knows that there are fourteen members of 

the Soviet Politburo and they are the top dogs of 
the whole show. 

But not many know that when Stalin made 
himself dictator in 1925, the Politburo consisted 
of seven members, of whom Stalin was one. The 
other six have all gone underground. Here's the 
roll call: Rykov, Zinoviev, Kamenev and Bukharin 
shot by Stalin. Tomsky committed suicide. Trotsky 
was assassinated in Mexico by an NKVD killer. 

This, at least, suggests a road to peace; to the 
saving of millions of lives and untold misery. Be- 
cause that road doesn't lead through the U.N., 
we reject it. Senator Taft suggests it in his recent 
book, "A Foreign Policy for Americans." Unfor- 
tunately it wouldn't be so expensive in lives or 
money, and sanity recommends it, so we reject 
the thought. 

After Harry Truman became president he or- 

w dered a study of how our post-war policy was 
arrived at. It was published by the State Depart- 
ment in February 1950. It contains seven hundred 
twenty-six pages. But it does not reveal what our 

v post-war policy was, if any. What it does reveal is 

that on February 12, 1942, the "Advisory Com- 
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mittee on Post- War Foreign Policy" was set up, and 
continued to study and recommend all through the 
war. On page seventy-nine it says . . . the Commit- 
tee's existence and work were kept secret." 

Who were these secret double-domes that made 
up this Committee, its sub-committees and staffs? 
Among them were Henry Agard Wallace, Paul H. 
Appleby, Alger Hiss, Philip C. Jessup, Nelson A. 
Rockefeller, Harry Dexter White, David K. Niles, 
Leland Olds, Harry Hopkins, Lauchlin Currie, 
Archibald MacLeish, Claude Pepper, Julian Henry 
Wadleigh, Dorothy Fosdick, Ralphe J. Bunche, 
Wayne Coy, Frances Perkins, Isador Lubin, Ar- 
thur J. Altmeyer, Charles E. Wilson, Harold L. 
Ickes, James Lawrence Fly, Dean G. Acheson, 
Clark H. Eichelberg, Lawrence Duggan, General 
Geo. C. Marshall, Esther C. Brunauer, and Benja- 
min V. Cohen. In addition a number of Senators 
and Congressmen served on this Committee. Some 
of the persons I have named are very estimable 
persons, though none— not one— has a record of 
having guessed right on our relations with the 
Soviets. Some of the persons named have now 
been revealed as Soviet agents. 

Remember this was all secret until February 
1950. The book partly reveals and partly conceals 
what was cooked up. 

Our present-generation Democrats seem to have 
forgotten Woodrow Wilson who said: 

"We db not need less criticism in time of war, 
but more . . . Honesty and competence need no 
shield of secrecy." 

Is it any wonder that some of us, as we catch 
glimpses through what Woodrow Wilson calls the 
"shield of secrecy," see the hand of Moscow more 



and more clearly? And is it not truly National 
Madness that permitted and still permits this? 

Here we are in the thirty-fifth year of an unde- 
clared war being waged on us by World Com- 
munism. You and I may not have recognized that 
fact until lately, but Woodrow Wilson's Secretary 
of State, Robert Lansing, reported that fact offi- 
cially and publicly to the Congress on October 27, 
1949, in a lengthy report. He summed it up in a 
few words, which I quote: 

". . . the purpose of the Bolsheviks is to subvert 
the existing principles of government and society 
the world over, including those countries in which 
democratic principles are already established. They 
have built up a political machine which, by the 
concentration of power in the hands of a few and 
the ruthlessness of its methods, suggest the Asiatic 
despotism of the early Tsars." 

What should we do? Why not consider a sug- 
gestion from Stalin. 

As part of President Roosevelt's recognition of 
the Soviet Union, she agreed to discontinue all 
subversive activity here. Of course Russia did not 
observe this pledge, so our Ambassador to Mos- 
cow, Wm. C. Bullitt, was instructed to complain 
to Stalin. Stalin is reported to have said: "Why 
don't you shoot them?" I suppose it didn't occur 
to him that we were so crazy that we had no laws 
to protect ourselves against this most deadly peril. 

Two years ago, my Congressman, Ralph W. 
Gwinn, introduced a Resolution in the Congress 
reading: 

"Resolved, That the Communist International, the 
Comintern, the Cominform, and all their sections, 
branches, affiliates, organizations, subsidiaries, and 
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agents are hereby declared to be the enemies of 
the United States, within the meaning of Article 
III, Section 3, of the Constitution of the United 

States." , ,„ ,j 

That would make legal the fact that World 
Communism is our enemy, and would provide the 
death penalty for acts (not thoughts) m its serv- 
ice Congressman Gwinn's resolution would just 
provide die legal basis for carrying out Stalin s 
suggestion. 

But we prefer to send innocent and loyal and 
patriotic Americans to be shot in Korea, while 
protecting the traitors at home. That is not soft- 
heartedness-that is insanity. 

We know that the men who head our Govern 
ment are not the best men in the United States 
Z A rect our fight on Communism We know we 
have the best industrial plant and know-how in 
the world, yet we discover Russia has given her 
stooges in Korea, from Russian surplus, better 
tank! and better and more jet plane, than we can 
give our own sons. We cannot seem to see the 
connection. 

We know that nearly everywhere in the world 
events have turned out badly for us. We know 
that there is a vast conspiracy in our midst di- 
rected by our deadly enemy. It has been proven 
in court; and before Congressional Committees 
that that conspiracy has penetrated the heart ot 
our Government, our press, our movies, our atomic 
secrets . 

We know that Alger Hiss, the man who sat 
behind President Roosevelt s chair at Yalta, was 
a single member of that conspiracy. We know that 
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two of the friends who testified for him sit on our 
Supreme Court; that one who publicly declared 
his undying friendship is our Secretary of State; 
that another who testified for him is our Ambas- 
sador to the U.N.; that another was a former Sec- 
retary of War, and that the President called the 
charges against him a "red herring." And we know 
that every one of these men had access, as you 
and I do not, to the information of the F.B.L, the 
very information that convicted Hiss in open 
court. This is just one case of hundreds that have 
now been exposed. 

And yet we cannot seem to put two and two 
together and get the answer. If our reason were 
unimpaired, we would realize that the men who 
have led us from victory to disaster are either 
cogs in that conspiracy, or its d'upes, or, like us, 
somewhat insane. And with one voice we would 
demand a clean-up of personnel and a change of 
policy. Such a policy must be publicly proclaimed 
so that we and all the world may know that the 
secret deals, the betrayals, and the confusions of 
the past will be reversed. The clean-up of per- 
sonnel must also be public, else how can we be 
sure it is done? 

Before we can have a world policy, we must 
know the objectives we want that policy to ac- 
complish. President Truman says our objective is 
"Peace." By peace he means 100,000 casualties, 
$54 billion for arms and $10)2 billion for foreign 
aid, per annum; continuing forever, while one- 
third of the world rots behind the Iron Curtain. 
May I suggest that even without conscious thought 
about it, most Americans would agree that our 
real objective is not Peace, as President Truman 
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suggests, but a world of Freedom and Justice 
under Law. 

To bring about such a world, may I propose 
the following six-point policy. 

First, of course, clean up the Soviet Fifth Col- 
umn here. Clean it up completely and ruthlessly, 
without interfering with unconnected dissenters, 
critics and crackpots. 

Second, accept as allies only those nations which 
have the courage to choose our side openly by 
taking the same measures against their own Fifth 
Column. Otherwise, as we now see in Iran and 
Egypt, a change of Government, or even just of 
slogans, puts them on the other side, strengthened 
with the economic and military aid we have given 
them. 

Third, cancel all diplomatic and trade relations 
with the Soviet bloc; and insist our allies do the 
same. Permit no economic, military or charitable 
aid to any nations except our new allies. 

Fourth, fire the U.N. out of the U.S. and set up 
a new group, organized for justice under law, 
comprised only of our allies. The laws to be bind- 
ing on all the world as fast as we can get them 
accepted. 

Fifth, within the limits of our ability, aid every 
nation and every force fighting the Kremlin, both 
outside and inside the Iron Curtain, countersub- 
version to meet Communist subversion. 

Sixth, publicly repent our betrayals, our timidi- 
ties, and our stupidities. Only then can the world 
trust us and we each other. 

On October 17th, in Miami, General MacArthur 
charged that our objective in Korea was to get 
Red China into the U.N. and turn over Formosa.

1 The 21,500 Japanese war prisoners massacred in Northeastern China include those killed by the 
Soviet occupation army in Manchuria, 

2 The 4,700 Japanese POWs include Taiwanese, Koreans and Japanese residents in Northeastern 
China. 

3 The 230,000 Chinese Nationalist POWs include local militia, scattered elements of the Nation- 
alist arrfvy and various local armed units which surrendered to the bogus Communist army. 



The data was compiled by the under- 
ground organization calling itself "Demo- 
cratic Revolutionary League" which, in a 
letter accompanying the material, branded 
the Mao Tse-tung dictatorship as the "sup- 
porter of the Russian imperialist who has 
slaved and corrupted the Chinese people." 

Following is the balance of the letter, 
which is published just as received, without 
changes : 

"The population of China being one-fifth 
of the world's has now under official op- 
pression. Which is a serious criminal action 
related with international concern. We 
should say tfiat the impartial group of any 
country in the world has the right to sup^ 
ply to you the true facts about the slave 
laborers under oppression. Meantime they 
also have the right to request you to take 
immediate*steps to interdict such mass slave 
laborers policy, 

"We all believe that you will not neglect 
their duty for the benefit of all nations 
of the world and to uphold the human dig- 
nity. An immediate action should be taken 
_in jnvestiga^ipn_aniL.appeal^to„the^ interna* _ 
tional law. 

"The only way for the Chinese people is 
to unite together to expel those supreme 
re^iiRC within their country. At *h'-- s*:nrv 
time we expect to have the support from 
all nations. Secretary, WAY MIN 

July 24, 1952" 

Compilation of the data was completed 
July 14 — ironically, on Bastille Day, which 
commemorates a great victory of freedom 
over tyranny.

Law," issued by the League on April 12, 
1952. 

3. New Truth Agency dispatches between 
October and December, 1951, in connection 
with living conditions of UN war prisoners 
held by the bogus Communists. 

4. The July 5, 1949 order of the "Chinese 
People's Liberation Army" headquarters. It 
reads: "In the event of military exigencies

Altogether, 235 foreigners, including 
White Russians and Jews, were executed, 
hanged or died of maltreatment in Shanghai, 
Peiping, Changchun, Chungking and other 
cities from 1949 to 1952. (This figure does 
not include those who have been sentenced 
to death pending execution and those whose 
executions have been postponed.)

1 "Army slave laborers' 1 indicate those who were impressed into the Red army as stretcher 
bearers, or defense construction laborers. Convicts, who sought exemption from penalties, were 
often assigned to suicidal assault units under the "human sea" tactics. 

2 "Foreign spies" refer to missionaries and those who formerly worked in foreign organizations 
in China. 

3 "Corrupt officials" Indicate largely corrupt members of the bogus party and former Kuomintang 
members, who had been retained by the bogus regime. 

4 The figure given under "guerillas" includes family members of guerrilla and those suspected be- 
ing guerrillas. 

5 The so-called "undesirable individuals" indicate those who are considered unable to take part 
in labor or productive work, those who have contracted epidemic diseases, and those who are 
considered harmful to society. 

6 The so-called "suspects" indicate those who were mistaken for enemies in war areas or at police 
check points, and, consequently, killed by mistake. 



I MPRISONMENT 

(A) Regular Prisons 

FACTS; 

Prisoners on charges of criminal offenses: 

Altogether, 277,436 persons, of whom five 
percent were women, had been jailed from 
the fall of the mainland to the end of 
March, 1952. 

Prisoners on charges of civil offenses: 
Altogether 86,750 persons of whom 27.3 per- 
cent were women, had been jailed since the 
fall of the mainland to the end of March, 
1952. 

Note: The above figures are incomplete, 
because the movements of inmates were 
highly fluid. Some were transferred to slave 
labor camps; others moved to reorientation 
schools; and still others, impressed into the 
army. 

(B) Secret Prisons 

"Special criminals" now being detained in 
secret prisons total 74,000. The term "special 
criminals" refers to those who are branded 
as bandit agents, guerilla suspects, political- 
ly wavering and dangerous elements, coun- 
ter-revolutionary elements within minority 
parties and cadres of the bogus party* In 



Shanghai alone, more than 3,100 such "spe- 
cial criminals" are known to be under se- 
cret imprisonment at No. 67, Route Fergus- 
son (now Wukang Road) and at the Ching 
Pei Primary School on Yu Yuan Road. 

The number of persons imprisoned on 
mainland China totals 391,586, not including 
those kept in municipal, hsien or hsiang de- 
tention houses, in jails of various public se- 
curity bureaus and in confinement rooms of 
various bogus organizations.

FORCED LABOR 
(A) Forced Labor for Prisoners 

FACTS: 

Nature of Labor: Forced labor for prison- 
ers means the kind of labor required of all 
inmates, whether they are detained as sus- 
pects, detained pending trial, or sentenced to 
short term of imprisonment. 

Working Conditions: Besides regular labor

in the prison, the inmates may be com- 
mandeered by government-operated factor- 
ies or mines to take part in accelerated pro- 
duction programs. On the way to work, the 
prisoners are paired by chains on feet. Their 
labor is unpaid, and their working hours can 
be prolongued at the will of the manage- 
ment. The inmates' families have to provide 
food. In case of prisoners whose families are 
not around or are not able to provide food, 
the government gives them food, the price of 
which has to be repaid in kind by labor af- 
ter the prisoners serve up their terms of 
imprisonment. 

Number of Laborers: About equal to the 
total number of prisoners in regular jails. 

EVIDENCE AND SOURCES OF DATA: 

1. Evidence and data obtained by the 
League. 

2. "Regulations Governing the Reform of 
Criminals Through Labor," promulgated by 
the bogus party's "People's Supreme Court." 

3. In reply to a question submitted by 
Tung Huang-hui, president of the "People's 
High Court" in Changsha, the "Political and 
Legal Commission" of the bogus party's 
"State Administrative Council" said: "It is 
a matter beyond dispute that prisoners 
should engage in labor . . . Life imprison- 
ment and death penalty are severe punish- 
ments. It is appropriate, therefore, that 
those, whose life imprisonment and death 
sentences have been declared suspended, 
should, during the period of suspension, be 
kept in jail and put to forced labor." 

(This passage appeared in the Peiping 
People's Daily.) 

4. Section 2 of Article III of "Regulations 
for the Correction of Corruption, Waste and 
Bureaucratism," promulgated by the bogus 
party's Thrift Examination Committee, said : 
"Those prisoners, who have been granted 
postponement of their life imprisonment or 
death sentences, should be kept in jail and 
compelled to labor pending improvement of 
their behavior." 

(B) Forced Labor for 
Employed Workers 

FACTS: 

Nature of Labor: This means forced labor 
for industrial workers and peasants em- 
ployed by factories, mines, farms or other 
enterprises owned by the government or 
jointly owned by the government and pri- 
vate individuals. 

Working Conditions: These industrial work- 
ers and peasants, although euphemistically 
called "masters of the nation" and "mem- 
bers of the dominating class," are denied the 
right to choose their jobs, the right of col- 
lective bargaining, the right to strike and 
even the right to ask leave. They are com- 
pelled to work more than 12 hours a day, 
at the average wage of JMP 140,000 per 
month (equivalent to HK $30 or U.S. $5). 
At the same time, they are compelled to par- 
ticipate in production contests, excessive 
production programs, patriotic production- 
boosting movements and Stakhanov move- 
ments. Out of their meager income, they are 



under obligation to pay labor insurance pre- 
mium, "Fight-U.S.-and-Aid-Korea" contribu- 
tions and donations to funds for purchasing 
airplanes and ammunition. 

Number of Laborers: More than 10,000,000 
according to the estimate of the bogus par- 
ty's "All-China Labor Federation." (Work- 
ers in private enterprises are not included.) 

EVIDENCE AND SOURCES OF DATA: 

1. Evidence and data obtained by the 
League. 

2. "In Shanghai, 669 industrial workers 
died in the last 10 months. The average mor- 
tality rate of coal miners in the central-south 
region is one to every 10,000 metric tons of 
coal produced. In the month of June, 80,000 
out of 130,000 workers of the Northeastern 
Railway Bureau had to cease work owing 
to serious sickness. One-third of the workers 




of the Taiyuan Railway Repair Yard report- 
ed sick as a result of the promotion of ac- 
celerated working program." 

(Report in the Peiping People's Daily, 
September 7, 1950.) 

3. "More than 2,000 workers, about one- 
third of the total, of the Wuhan First Tex- 
tile Mill became sick or wounded. The aver- 
age temperature in the mill is around 100 
degrees Fahrenheit." (Report in the Yang- 
tze Daily 1951.) ^ 

4. "As a result of the improvement of the 
workers' productive ability, one month's 
work can be finished in 20 days." (Hsinhua 
News Agency, Nanking dispatch, dated May 
15, 1952.) 

5. "The output of the Four District Rub- 
ber Manufactory increased 420 percent fol- 
lowing the signing of a contract between 
the labor and the management. The output 
of the Ching Yi Steel Works increased 62 
percent as compared with its output before 
the 'five anti' movement." (Report from 
Peiping in the Hongkong Ta Kung Pao, 
May, 1952.) 

6. The production capacities of Canton's 
Chin Ho Steel Works, Ming Ta Machinery 
Works, Second Textile Mill, Lung Chi 
Needle Works and the Hua Hsing Textile 
Mill scored an increase of 30 percent over 
their respective production capacity before 
the "five anti" movement. These increases 
were made entirely at the expense of the 
workers with no improvement in machinery. 
(See Hongkong Wen Hui Pao, May 18, 1952.) 



7. Article 9, Section 2 of the "Labor 
Union Law of the Chinese People's Repub- 
lic" openly stipulated measures to encour- 
age forced labor through production con- 
tests. 

8. "The recovery of production capacity 
of various industries surpasses the ability 
of replacing factory equipment." (Hsinhua 
News Agency, Mukden dispatch, July 7, 
1952.) 

Forced Labor for 
itizens (Corvee) 

FACTS: 

Nature of Labor: Residents, students and 
store clerks are compelled by the bogus re- 
gime to work on construction projects in 
their home county or neighboring counties; 

Working Conditions: Their labor is unpaid. 
During the working days they have to bring 
their own food. They are put to work more 
than 12 hours a day under the supervision 
of so-called "public security groups." Pun- 
ishment for idleness is prolongation of work- 
ing hours. 

Number of Citizen Laborers: There are no 
complete statistics. At the beginning of the 
Huai River and Ching River projects, each 
household in counties along the two rivers 
was required to send one person to work on 
the projects for a period of 10 or 15 days.

£Y was organizing the 
workers and soldiers to take over 
the provisional government In Fetro- 
grad. Two centers of activity occu- 
pied him. One was the Petrcgrad gar- 
rison, which was to mutiny against 
the authority of Kerensky. The other 
was the seizure of industrial plants 
by the workers. 

One of the principal industrial in- 
stitutions in Russia was the Poutl- 
loff munitions factory, a steel works. 
Here shop committees were organ^ 
- 4zed^and-\the -- workers^instructed- to 
take over management Step by step , 
in fact, the workers reduced the au- 
thority of management in all indus- 
trial enterprises, not only in Petro- 
grad but in every city in Russia. 

* • • 

Long before the Communist rev- 
olution transferred political power 
from Kerensky to Lenin the work- 
ers had destroyed all rights in pri- 
vate property in industrial and com- 
mercial enterprises. The labor 
unions were in possession, and they 
were taking orders from the Soviet 
of Workers, Peasants and Soldiers' 
Deputies at the Smolny Institute. 
Private property disappeared before 
the rights of human beings disap- 
peared. 

What was Kerensky doing during 
all this period? He was speaking of 
what he would do. He was seeking 
compromises. He was angling for a 
reunion of Socialist groups. He was 
secretly negotiating with conserva- 
tives and reactionaries. He was 
dreaming of great Napoleonic vic- 
tories. He was orating of democracy. 
He was steeping himself in Interna- 
tional intrigue. He was. In fact, do- 
ing nothing at ail. 

He had created all the agencies 
for his own destruction, and they 
were now at work. He had sougiu 
to -j>e popular k at - the exp ense ^ of 
righteous public morals. He had 
catered to the nether millions that 
he might listen to their cheers. He 
had abolished national discipline. 
He had played ducks and drakes 
With the law. But he dared not In- 
terfere with the forces of destruction. 
They marched forward unimpeded. 

* • * 

I attended meetings of the Con- 
stituent Assembly after Kerensky 
had disappeared. Here the repre- 
sentatives of the Russian people 
were forgathered. The Bolsheviks 
were a tiny minority. Did they 
mind? Not at all. Lenin waved his 
hand to his secretary in the bal- 
cony and smiled— It was a gesture 
to show how little his mind was 
upon the tragic struggle for Russian 
freedom. 

Then he came no more. No Bol- 
shevik appeared. The representa- 
tives of the Russian people — like our 
Congress— they sat and waited. One 
moment we heard a rumor that 
Lenin's dinner was prolonged. At 
another moment we heard that he 
was in the building— the Duma 
Building, I think it was. 

Men stood in groups and spoke to 
one unother. Not a person smiled. 
Then there were prolonged silences. 

Finally the president of the Con- 
_stituent AssembIy_arose to_ speak his 



mind on behalf of the representa- 
tives of the Russian people. The 
assembly hall filled with troops. One 
approached the dais. 

"Comrade, you have spoken 
enough,'* the soldier said. "Go 
home!" 

The representatives of the Rus- 
sian people were filled with con- 
sternation. Strong men wept. I re- 
member ray own emotions— my an- 
guish In the presence of futility. 
ChemofI tried to be heroic. The sol- 
dier stopped him. Workers were al- 
ready marching in the streets.

si an people dispersed. A minority 
had conquered Russia by organized 
minority pressure. They had seized 
the means of production and distri- 
bution. First they destroyed private 
property. Then they destroyed hu- 
man rights. It was the end of Rus- 
sia's chance for democracy. 

What were intelligent, educated 
people doing? What were business 
men and bankers doing? At that 
moment each man was looking after 
himself. Some were seeking to get 
in .under the^ tape.^Oftey^wouid as- 
sist J the "Bolsrievi^r'maybe trie' Bol- 
sheviks would let them live. Some 
were attempting to save a few ef- 
fects. Some were even planning to 
corrupt the Bolsheviks as they had 
corrupted the Czarist regime and 
the Kerensky regime. Others were 
trying one compromise after another. 

Some were speculating in the 
country's misfortunes. They were 
gambling on money exchange; gam- 
bling with bonds and stocks; hold- 
ing on to raw materials for higher 
prices. Everywhere prices were ris- 
ing and the value of the ruble was 
constantly declining. 

Not a constructive word came 
from these people. Not a construc- 
tive idea. Even their newspapers 
ceased to print news favorable to 
them, because the reporters and 
writers were organized in unions and 
they would permit only such news 
and views to be printed as the 
unions ordered, And had they dis- 
obeyed, the pressmen would refuse 
to print the newspaper.

Once I saw a religious group 
march throughout the streets with 
icons and other holy images, and 
they were singing hymns for "Res- 
urrection " But they were so few. 
The cadets who were in training 
to be military officers, they at- 
tempted to Tmake- a stand ;- But . the 
great mass of Russia's intelligentsia, 
of Russia's economic and social mid- 
dle class, were incapable of defense. 

Every night the cafes chantants 
were filled with the bourgeoisie. 
They were Still eating caviare and 
drinking champagne. The artistes 
sang humorous songs about Lenin 
and Trotsky* and the business men 
applauded with merriment. They 
would make money, they felt, no 
matter what kind Of politician was 
in power. 

In the end they had nothing. 
Their property, their human rights, 
even > their lives were taken from 
them. I met many of their wives and 
daughters later in Harbin and Pe- 
king and Shanghai, where they were 
forced to earn their livings by the 
only means left to them, 

The Bolsheviks could not ulti- 
mately succeed, they had believed. 
They had many explanations for 
their views. "The deeply mystical 
character of the Russian people." 
■The peasants will never permit 
their farms to be taken from them/' 
"Starvation will drive the workers 
to their senses."

What is the use? All these expla- 
nations were just waves of wind. 
The organized minority had focused 
its will on the seizure of property 
-arid-governmentr TKe^rhtfJoi 
engaged in every occupation but the 
defense of the rights of property 
and rights of man. The minority 
smashed the majority because only 
the minority knew what it wanted. 
The majority was destroyed because 
it could not believe that it had fc> 
organize and fight to lira* 

Yes, they woke up later. But it 
was too late. Their chan^a Jay hi 
government by law when, Kerehsfcy 
was in power. This charge they 
missed. Their tactical advantage 
was to resist every suggestion ot 
compromise while they still pos- 



sessed power, but they lost them- 
selves in painful disputations con- 
cerning humane considerations un- 
til humanity itself was crushed. 
Compromise destroyed their one 
weapon for resistance, the army. 

Some business men and bankers 
and engineers and lawyers escaped 
to foreign countries. Many mora 
were sent to prison camps. Even 
more were killed. Their smartness 
had outwitted them. 

I saw all this. From July, in 1917, 
until -March,— in-^1918r*I^ r s&w^thia 
process. Let those who know hu- 
man history only from books believe 
that It is possible to compromise 
upon essential principles of human 
rights. I have witnessed too many 
poisons mixed in the melUng pot of 
compromise: I have seen too many 
Pandora's boxes opened by the in- 
triguing fingers of compromise. 

• * • 

There are no two sides to some 
questions. You cannot see a thief 
stealing your silver and cogitate 
upon the other side of the question. 
You dare not think of a kidnaper 
and say, "Perhaps kidnaping is, 
after all, not altogether wrong. 1 * 

Yet men will view crimes equally 
severe and say, "WeD, maybe there 
is another side to this question/' Do 
you remember Miss Perkins's re- 
marks on the possible legality of the 
sit-down? It is such stuff, that blows 
up civilizations, even as the mad 
gas in Texas blew up a s^hoolhouse. 

As I write of those days In Rus- 
sia X think of all the seizures of 
property in this country. And of the 
compromises that are being made* 
The sit-downers in Chrysler write 
Governor Murphy that they elected 
him and he must serve their will 
How often was it thrown up to 
Kerensky that he had been raised^ 
to 1 power- 1 by -soldiers and workers;-- 
and he must obey them! When tha 
oath of ofSce— when an oath sworn 
on a Bible can become a subject 
for Individual Interpretation— when 
public officials can ask themselves, 
"Must I serve the entire nation, or tha 
pressure group that put me in pow- 
er?"— then the nation is bound to fall. 

Revolutions are successful when 
an organized minority discovers that 
the majority is spilt, is confused. Is 
without vigilance. Then it is revo- 
lutionary tactics to confound and 
confuse the majority by side Issues* 
by speeches on humane subjects, by 
beating the drum of progress and 
liberalism. 

* * • 

Almost like vaudevillians repeat- 
ing the Jokes of a decade an a 
century ago, the revolutionists and 
the compromisers repeat the slogans 
and the adages of the centuries 
and of all countries. They play 
upon distress; they create emergen- 
cies; they ridicule fundamentals. 
And all sorts of people are taken in 
by these tricks and they bow to the 
golden calf of humane proposals. 
Only too late do they learn that this 
emphatic humanity Is only a veneer, 
only a sham in the rise to power. 

The minority stand upon the 
shoulders of those whom they fool 

loTTgTCS^ey-He^cTproXecnb^r 
When they want to come to earth, 
they destroy the props that sup- 
ported them. Do you know that 
there wefe even Jews in Germany 
who In Hitler's early days were just 
such props. Where are they now? 

The American people do not yet 
realize that they are In the first 
stage of a revolution. Yet all ex- 
perience with revolution shows that 
the seizure of private property by 
lawless bands before whom govern* 
ment stands impotent is the first 
major battle in the destruction of 
any government.

Mr. Chairman, Distinguished Guests, Fellow Amerians and Members of th ^^jg^ Americ^ 



I'm very happy to have the opportunity to come here tonight at the dedication of this fine building 
for the purpose of building up the cordial and friendly relationships between China and the United 
States of America, which as has already been pointed out, has continued for more than 100 years. 
I have just recently come back, as your Chairman has mentioned, from my fourth trip into the 
Far East; and while I fully recognize that my experience in that area of the world is far less 
than many of you gathered here, I do want to give you a few observations. 

COMMUNISM IN ASIA 



For a long time, the people of the United States have been led to believe by some holding posi- 
tions of responsibility, not only in the Government but in academic circles as well, that the Chi- 
nese Communists were only agrarian reformers. Of course, they were not and they are not 
any such thing. They have been and they are, and in my judgment in the foreseeable future they 
will continue to be, willing and enthusiastic allies of the men in t he Kremlin. It was not always, 
however, that American statesmen failed to understand the importance of the Far East. Mr. 
John Hay, the Secretary of State of the United States, from 1895-1905, had this to say: 

"The world's peace rests with China and whoever understands China holds the 
key to world politics during the next five centuries." 

At an earlier date, another great American statesman, Mr. William Seward, had this to say: 

"The Pacific, its shores, its islands, and the vast regions beyond, will become 
the chief theatre of events in the world's great hereafter." 

It was into that theatre of events that I travelled for a period of six weeks. Several decades ago, 
Lenin clearly expressed rather succinctly the understanding that international Communism had 
regarding the Far East. Lenin said: 

■ 'The road to Paris is. through Peking." 

What he meant, of course, "was that if international Communism could gain control of China with, 
her 450,000,000 of people, they would be well under way to gaining control of all of Asia with her 
billion, one hundred million of people, with her vast strategic resources. And if that great and 
important area of the world, and that great manpower of the world could pass behind the Iron 
Curtain, then international Communism would be in a position to turn with overwhelming force 
against the West and neither Paris, nor Madrid, nor Berlin, nor Rome, nor London would be 
likely to be able to stand up against that over-whelming mass of power. 

At a later date, Stalin expressed it in a little different way by saying that with Japan the Soviet 
Union would become invincible, because by that time international Communism had made great 
inroads in China and he recognized that with China and with Japan they could carry out the long 
term strategic concepts of international Communism. 

Now the hour is very late in the Far East. Already, international Communism has fastened its 
hold upon a great part of Asia. They are threatening other areas in Southeast Asia; and in 
Korea, where there is a temporary truce at least, negotiations are now going on. 

PRISONER REPATRIATION 



I have been asked since coming back to this country whether or not the United States of America

and the Free World are jWtified in the firm position we have tal^R relative to the prisoners 
of war and the refusal to let them be sent back against their will. I do not believe that there 
is a more important issue facing the people of the United States and the people of the Free 
World than this issue on t he non-forceable repatriation of prisoners of war. 

No matter how many weapons the Free World may have in its arsenal, it is my deep conviction 
that the greatest weapon of all is the desire of men and women in Asia and in Europe to be free. 
That is not only the condition and the feeling of those who are now outside of the Iron Curtain. 
It is in my judgment equally true of millions of those who have temporarily lost their freedom 
and are now behind the Iron Curtain. That is one secret weapon which the men inthe Kremlin 
and their associates in Peking and in the satellite states of Eastern Europe dare not steal f rom 
us for if they attempted to use it, it would bring their whole fabric crashing down around their 
heads. Therefore, it seems to me, that it is desperately important that the Free World in 
general, and the United States of America in particular, do nothing that would destroy the hope 
of the people who are temporarily enslaved that one day they may gain their freedom. That 
hope must be kept alive. 

Now I happen to have in my hand tonight a slip of paper of the type that was dropped by the tens 
of thousands over the Communist lines in Korea. In both Chinese and in Korean it states that 
it is a safe conduct pass, and that the people who. receive it and bring it in will be treated 
fairly and decently, and given opportunity of choice as to what they may do. On one side is 
the insignia of the American Army in Korea. On the other side, is the flag of the United Nations. 
On the reverse, in English, appears this: "Safe Conduct Pass." And then it says "This Certi- 
ficate guarantees g»d treatment. Signed: James A. Van Fleet, Commanding General, UN 
Forces in Korea." 

One of the greatest setbacks that has happened to international Communism has been the refusal 
of over 20,000 Chinese and Korean Communist prisoners in our hands to return to Communist 
control. This is a loss of face which has been a terrific blow to international Communism, not 
only in Asia but in Europe as well. It is my judgment that as yet they have not given up the de- 
termination to get possession of these prisoners if they can, in some way or other. But the 
fact remains that when these people were given the choice, and even though fle conditions under 
which the interviews were conducted, left much to be desired, less than 3% of these people 
interviewed have elected to go back to Communist control. Why, I think that this has been an 
eye- opening experience to the Indian Forces who have temporary custody of these troops in 
Korea. 

It doesn't take much imagination to know what would happen to these prisoners if they were for- 
cibly repatriated. What would happen is that they would take them out in groups of twenty, 
fifty or a hundred. They would line up the Communist forces in North Korea, in Manchuria, in 
the Soviet Union itself, in the satellite states of Eastern Europe, and they would publicly execute 
batches of these prisoners and they would say to their own forces lined up there: "You see you 
cannot rely upon the word of the United States of America, or of the United Nations, or of the 
Free World, because, despite their promises to these people, we have reached out the long arm 
of Communism, we have gained possession of those people, we are executing them before your 
eyes, and if you ever rely upon the promises of the Free World, this will happen to you as well." 
If the chips should ever be down in the future, it might literally cost the Free People of the 
world hundreds of thousands, if not millions of casualties, because never again could anyone 
place reliance in the word of the United States of America, and of the United Nations. So that 
is why this issue is so basic and so important. 

In addition to that, I think t hat it is time that the Free People of the world get all of the facts. 
I think that it is time that the responsible governments, both here and abroad, should make 
clear to international Communism that when t he 24th day of December comes, which is a dead- 
line date for the final release of those prisoners of war, that there should be no yielding on 
that question, there should be no extension of time by which the Communists can question them 
for another month, another two or another three months. Those people have the promises of 
the Free World that they will not be kept beyond the 24th of December, and they're entitled to 
have the Christmas gift of being out by that time. 

NON- AGGRESSION PACT 



While I was still travelling in the Far East, I was quite concerned by an apparently coordinated 
effort in several capitals of the world, as well as in some quarters in this country, suggesting 



that^the United States of America, other free nations of the world, and the Soviet Union should 
enter into a so-called non-aggression pact. I am opposed to any such pact being entered into 
with the Soviet Union until and unless the Soviet Union has first withdrawn all of its armed 
forces from Romania, Hungary, Czecho-Slovakia, Poland, Bulgaria, Latvia, Lithuania, Estonia, 
and every other place where they have Soviet forces in occupation, directly or indirectly. 
Secondly, before any Such pact is even considered, it is my belief that a moral basis must be 
laid by having free elections in those countries so that the people themselves will have an ^ 
opportunity to determine the type of government under which they desire to live. For to do 
otherwise would, in fact, be condemning to perpetual Soviet and Communist tyranny the people 
in the satellite states of Eastern Europe and elsewhere who have had their freedom forcibly 
taken from them, and I do not believe that either this Government of ours, or the governments 
of the Free Nations of the world, shouH put their moral blessing upon any such type of perpetual 
Communist tyranny. 

The second reason I believe the American people are entitled to have a full discussion of such 
proposals is that the question arises as to what reliance can be placed in any such agreement 
that might be entered into by the Soviet Union. I have not the time tonight to read you all such 
agreements that the Soviet Union has entered into during the past several decades, but I do 
want to give you a few of them, because I think it is extremely important that we deal in facts. 

THE SOVIET RECORD 

In 1926, the Soviet Union entered into a solemn non- aggress ion pact with Lithuania. What was 
the result? In 1940, the Soviet Union forcibly annexed Lithuania, In 1929, the Soviet Union sol- 
emnly renounced war, signing a protocol to that effect with Estonia, Latvia, Poland and Roman- 
ia. What was the result? The Soviet Union attacked Eastern Poland in 1939, and in 1940 
seized Estonia and Latvia and fastened a satellite government upon Romania. In 1932; they 
entered into a Finnish-Soviet non-aggression pact, but in 1939 they invaded Finland. In 1932, 
they entered a non- aggress ion pact with Estonia, Latvia and Lithuania, and they annexed for- 
cibly all three countries in 1940. In 1932, they entered into a Polish-Soviet non-aggression 
pact, in addition to t he other pact that I have mentioned, but in 1939 they seized Eastern Poland. 
In 1937, they entered into a non-aggression pact with the Chinese Republic, but in 1945 the Sov- 
iets plundered the industries of Manchuria. In 1943, they announced the dissolution of the Com- 
intern, their world-wide revolutionary organization, in order to deceive the Free World, but 
in 1947, they promoted the establishment of the Cominform to do the same job of world-wide 
revolutionary conspiracy. 

In 1943, they entered into an alliance with the Czecho-Slovak Republic, but in 1948 they were 
instrumental in instituting a coup d'etat to destroy the freedom of the people of Czechoslovakia. 
In 1945, they entered into a Chinese Republic-Soviet alliance, but at the same time they were 
entering into this alliance, they were conspiring with the Communist forces of Mao Tze-tung 
for the purpose of destroying the Republic of China, with whin they had just entered into an 
agreement. 

This is just a partial list, but it seems to me that under these circumstnaces, the American 
people are entitled to ask a great many questions before any such proposal is seriously made. 
I can assure you that should such a proposal be made in the United States of America, it will 
be subjected to the most searching inquiries in the Senate of the United States. 

Now, what can be done at this late date? I have come back from this trip to the Far East con- 
vinced that the Chinese Communist leopard and the Soviet Communist leopard have not changed 
their spots. International Communism, I do not believe, has given a single indication by deeds 
that it wants peace with honor. The President of the United States was quite correct when, in 
his speech before the Americaa Society of Newspaper Editors, he called upon the Soviet Union 
to demons trite by deed that they wanted peace with honor. I don't know a single dsed by which 
they have so demonstrated since that speech was made. 

There are still hundreds of millions of people in Asia outside the Iron Curtain who, I believe, 
do not want to be taken behind the Iron Curtain. 

WHO SPEAKS FOR ASIA 



It is regrettable that one of the great countries of Asia, and it is a great country, India, feels 
that it can pursue a so-called neutralist policy, for I believe that it is a very naive policy. If 
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international CommunisrJB^erruns all of Asia up to the border s^PPndia, in my judgment it 
will never stop at the borders of India. India will never get the opportunity to have the neu- 
trality she desires if the rest of the Free World is overcome. I doubt if the men in the Kremlin 
and their associates in Peiping would allow India to exist as an isolated iskid of freedom in a 
totalitarian world for as much as six months' time. But perhaps as long as other people are 
willing to stand up and be counted, and prepare the defenses necessary to maintain a free world 
of free men, perhaps India can afford the luxury of the neutralism which is its present policy. 
But I think it will be a fatal mistake if the whole Free World sits twiddling its thumbs waiting 
for India to t ake some effective steps that would help resist Communism in Asia. 

Therefore, it seems to me that the first thing that is necessary is for those in the Government 
and in the general public of the United States, and in the chancelleries of the world, to recognize 
the basic fact that while Mr. Nehru is a voice in Asia, he is not the Voice of Asia. He speaks, 
of course, for India. He speaks perhaps for Indonesia and Burma, which are inclined to the 
neutralist policy, but he does not speak for the Republic of Korea; he does not speak for Japan; 
he does not speak for the Republic of China, temporarily on Formosa; he does not speak for the 
Philippines, for Viet-Nam, Laos or Cambodia; he does not speak for Thailand; and he most 
certainly does not speak for Pakistan. So it's necessary that we keep him in t he proper per- 
spective, 

APPEASEMENT AND WAR 



I also came back with a very deep conviction that if there was ever a time when it was important 
for the Free World to remain strong and firm, this is the time. The road to appeasement is not 
the road to peace. The world should have learnedflnat at the time of Munich, when, as you recall, 
Mr, Chamberlain went to Germany, He came back from the Munich meeting and he waved a slip 
of paper over his head, and he said: 14 This represents peace in our time," We know now that 
it represented no such thing. It only made inevitable World War II, for appeasement then as 
now is not the road to peace, it is only surrender on the installment plan. 

PACIFIC PACT 



I think that the policy makers of our Government, here and abroad, must recognize several 
basic facts. One is that the age of colonialism in Asia is dead. In my judgment you cannot 
build an effective system of collective security in the Far Pacific tied to colonialism. That 
fact must be thoroughly understood. Secondly, I think it's extremely important to r ealize that 
you cannot build a system of effective collective security in the Pacific based only on the Anzus 
nations, as important as they are, namely, Australia, New Zealand, and the United States of 
America, because in the Far East among the great people of Asia, this would be looked upon 
as a westernized defense of Asia. And the people of Asia, if they are to rally to the defense of 
the Free World, and to make the contribution which I believe they are capable of making, must 
thoroughly understand that they are going to be treated as equal partners withthe other great 
nations of the world. 

The fact of the matter is that the Republic of Korea today has the fifth largest standing army in 
the world. The Republic of China on Formosa has the sixth largest standing army in the world. 
I do not believe that you can have a practical collective system of defense in the Pacific unless 
you include the Republic of Korea, the Republic of China, the Republic of the Philippines, Thai- 
land, Pakistan, such other nations as want to join, perhaps eventually Japan and the other 
nations in that area of the world. They, together then withthe Anzus nations, I believe could 
build a system of collective security which might prevent international Communism from mak- 
ing its next move which otherwise it will inevitably make. This is a practical problem that 
confronts us. 



CHINA AND THE U.N. 



There have been suggestions, made by India, that Communist China be admitted into the United 
Nations. I vigorously oppose any such concept. I think that it would undermine the moral basis 
upon which the United Nations was built. I believe that the United Nations' charter would be 
violated in at least a half dozen sections by permitting Communist China to shoot its way into 
membership in that organization. Now, this matter should not be quibbled on. I do not believe 
that Communist China should be admitted into the Security Council; I do not believe they should 
be admitted into the General Assembly. I think that if they were admitted in one agency or the 
other, it would be merely the camel getting its nose in under the tent, and the way to stop follow- 
ing that fatal path is never to take the first step. 



For just as certain as we are gathered here in this room tonight, the Communists of China will 
never be satisfied in membership in the General Assembly alone. They would no sooner be 
seated in that organ, then they would immediately agitate with Just as much vigor, just as many 
threats, just as much international blackmail, to get into the Security Council. If they got into 
the Security Council, they would then agitate just as vigorously for what they would call their 
lost province of Taiwan. If they got Taiwan, they would destroy the eight million free people 
of that nation, that area, they would destroy the sixth largest standing army int he world, and 
I do not know a responsible military official in this country who does not believe that the loss 
of Formosa would be detrimental to the entire line of defense in the Pacific. It would drive a 
wedge into the line which runs from Korea and Japan through Okinawa to the Philippines and 
Australia. It would outflank Okinawa and Japan to the north; it would outflank the Philippines 
to the south; and ultimately, in my judgment, it would move the first line of defense of the Free 
World in the Pacific back to the Pacific coast states of Oregon, Washington and California. In 
this age of the aeroplane and the atomic weapon, the Free World should not permit its defenses 
to be moved back to that position. And Australia and New Zealand, and the Philippines and 
Japan, and China, and Korea, and every free nation in that area of the world ought to thoroughly 
understand that. 

The next thing, if they wae admitted into the United Nations, believe me, it would be interpreted 
all over the Far East as a Far Eastern Munich. It would destroy the will to resist of the hun- 
dreds of millions of people of Asia who still desire to be free. They will feel they have been 
betrayed; and they will feel that their governments will have to go to either Peiping or Moscow 
with their hats in their hands to make the best deal that they can. Ad if they do that, the dream 
of Lenin will come true- -all of Asia will pass into the hands of international Communism; and 
the greatest unbalance of power the world has ever known will be created. The real isolation- 
ists in the world today are the Europeans who can't see that their very future and security 
depends upon the security and the future of the free people of Asia. 

I am sorry that I have to leave to catch a plane to Washington. I regret very much that I am 
not going to be here to hear these other distinguished gentlemen who are here to speak. But 
if I have spoken feelingly, it's because I feel very strongly, not only because of the historical 
friendship between China and the United States, but because I feel that the ultimate security 
and the freedom of the people of America depend on a clear understating of the situation that 
prevails in t he Far East today. 

FAR EASTERN NATO 

There has been a recent election in the Philippines. It was not the province of any one in 
this Government, official or unofficial, to interfere in that or any other election throughout 
the world. But the people of the Philippines have now voted in a free election and have deter- 
mined their own choice. I would have said the same thing regardless of who had been elected 
President of that country. It seems to me that here is an opportunity when t he new Govern- 
ment of the Republic of the Philippines takes office on January 1st, that they, as Asians who 
have had long and friendly associations with the United States and the West, might take a posi- 
tion of leadership in calling a conference of the Free nations of Asia, the Republic of Korea, the 
Republic of China, the Philippines themselves, Thailand, and such other nations as are willing 
and desirous of organizing a system of collective security, might call a conference in Manila 
and start building a system of collective security without waiting on India to make up its mind. 

And I am convinced that if the American people will use the same courage and common sense 
that motivated the men who sat at Philadelphia, who, under what I believe was Divine inspira- 
tion, gave us first our Declaration of Independence and later our Constitution of the United 
States, there is none of our great domestic problems that we cannot solve. And there is no 
foreign foe we need ever fear.

This will acknowledge receipt of your letter of 
February 12, 1954. I thought you had agreed our correspondence 
was terminated. 

Let me say as an individual citizen: 

(1) I am in favor of a foreign policy which is 
formulated and carried out solely and only in the interest of 
the American people and which will defeat and set back the Com- 
munists everywhere and at all times. To be realistic there 
should be a complete and constant re-examination of this policy 
at all times so that American lives will not be lost and we 
will not be caught unawares. 

(2) I am not now and never have been in favor of 
recognizing Communist China. 

(3) I am not now and never have been in favor of 
admitting Communist China into the United Nations or into the '" 
family of nations. I admire very much the work of Nationalist 
China in the United Nations and particularly Mr. T. F. Tsiang 
who speaks effectively and to the point. 

(4) I am not now and never have been in favor of 
relaxing trade embargoes on Red China or North Korea • 

(5) To recognize Red China or to admit her to the 
U.N. would be a severe blow, not only to Nationalist China but - 
'to the morale of nations we are trying to aid in the fight 
against Communism. Further it would hand to the Reds on a silver 
platter control over the large number of Chinese now resident 

in South East Asia and control over their assets in the rubber, 
manufacturing, fishing, insurance and shipping fields which they 
would use against us. 
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(6) So long as it does not involve us in war or in 
the needless loss of American boys* lives, I am in favor of 
aid to Chiang Kai Shek. I am not in favor of our participating 
in a military attack on the mainland. It would involve a long 
war of attrition 9,000 miles away. The Japanese couldn ! t win 
it across the Sea of Japan, without having commitments in 
Europe. 

(7) I was asked to go to Panmunjom to attempt to 
negotiate time, place and composition of the political conference 
on Korea. Except as related to these matters, I have no authority, 
have been asked to do nothing else, and except for this limited 
role have never been asked to participate in the formulation of 
our Far Eastern policy at any time. 

That is a matter for the President, the Secretary of 
State, the Assistant Secretary of State for the Far East, and 
Senate and House leaders. 



Trustees of the I„P»R. were elected by the members in 
national elections and Mr. Field was so elected. At the time 
of his election in 1946, he was a member of the Executive Com- 
mittee. I was disappointed he was elected but until we had com- 
petent evidence against him, believed we should continue the 
status quo. 

As I said to you at the public meeting on April 22, 
1947, I would welcome competent evidence as to the activity of 
anyone associated with the I.P.R. which connects him with 
Communist activity and the Board would act immediately. - You ------ 

never gave me any evidence though I repeatedly requested you to 
do so while I was an I.P.R. Trustee. 

Together with other trustees in 1947 I negotiated for 
and finally brought about the resignation of Frederick V. Field 
as a Trustee dated July 23, 1947 which was accepted on August 4, 
1947. We then prevailed upon Ray Lyman Wilbur to come back as 
American Chairman and induced Clayton Lane, who had served in 
the Department of Commerce under President (then Secretary of 
Commerce) Hoover to come in as Executive Secretary. Mr, Lane 
wrote the F.B.I, to make a complete search of the files including 
those on Mr. Carter f s farm in Massachusetts, which was done. 

Upon my return from Korea in December, I was invited 
by the Washington correspondents to a dinner. So far as I know 
they were not left-wing columnists and upon reading the Con- 
gressional Record of January 14, I do not find Senator Welker 
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said they were. If Senator Welker or Senator Knowland or anyone 
else in a responsible position wishes to know who gave the 
dinner and who invited me arid what was actually said — all 
they have to do is to ask me, officially. It is all available. 

I have never advocated revising the existing American 
policy toward Asia and embarking upon a totally different course 
of action nor has my advice on this subject ever been sought. 

I am sincerely hopeful that China will be freed of 
Communist rule and that Nationalist China will win out. Dr. 
T. F. Tsiang and Dr. Hu Shi and many other Nationalist leaders 
know this full well. Indeed, we have had the honor of repre- 
senting the Nationalist Government of China in a number of 
matters, from time to time, over a period of years. 

I am at all times in favor of complete and realistic 
re- examination of our foreign policy in order to make sure it 
is best serving the best interests of the American people. I 
am not in favor of subordinating our foreign policy to any group 
or, any government, however praiseworthy. 

I know that President Rhee and I see eye to eye on a 
tough and realistic policy toward Communists and he approved of 
my tough approach with them at Panmunjom. As to the others, they 
will have to speak for themselves, but I feel confident the 
Republic of Philippines representatives in this country approve 
of my actions. 

I am a practising lawyer. I was asked if I would take 
as my clients the entire American people. I did so and almost 
everyone with the exception of you seems to approve. I see no 
reason or necessity for resigning as you peremptorily demand. 
If you have any information on my fitness which is accurate and 
truthful — as most of your information is not — I urge that you 
send it to Senator Knowland, Senator Wiley and President Eisenhower 
or to any Senator, including Senator Velker, that you choose. 

All I ask is that you present truthful information.

In conference with the Deputy Attorney General today, 
he stated that he had visited with Senator Fuib right yesterday for over an hour 
relative to Senator Fulbright's statement that it was his opinion that the FBI 
was furnishing information from its confidential files to Senator McCarthy's 
Committee. 

Mr, Rogers informed me that Senator Fulbrighi ad- 
mitted that he had no proof upon which to predicate this opinion, but that from 
various things he had read and heard he came to the conclusion that the McCarthy 
Committee was gaining access to the files of the xBl. He stated he did not 
suspect that I, nor any other ranking official of the FBI, was furnishing this 
information but that through some method, of which he did not know, Senator 
McCarthy's Committee did procure the information from the files of the FBI. 

Mr, Rogers informed Senator Fulbright that he was com- 
pletely in error as to this conclusion; that, as a matter of fact, no information 
of any kind whatsoever was being furnished to Senator McCarthy, orr to the Com- 
mittce.

Mr. Rogers stated that he took occasion 
to point out that this article contained nothing but misrepresentations and half- 
truths and that Barth was noted for an obsession against the FBI and had, 
himself, for some time been ^extremely apologetic for various Communist 
elements. 

Mr. Rogers stated that Senator Fulbright indicated that 
he was not going to have anything further to say upon this subject, at least for 
the present, and that if he did decide to make any further statements concern- 
ing the FBI files, he would first communicate with Mr. Rogers.

Xohlberg is am importer of Chinese textile* and operates 
m*4*r the firm name Alfred Xohlberg, Inc., located at 1 West 
3?*h Street, Mew Tor* City. Beginning in 1944, Xohlberg carried 
on an active canvaign to oust the leadership of the American 
Council ef the Institute of Pacific delations on charges that it 
followed a pro-Cow&uni st line. The Bureau conducted a Registration 
Act investigation of Xohlberg upon receipt of a request from the 
War Division of the Department of Justice on June 1, 1946. It 
was revealed that a State Department memorandum had alleged that 
Xohlberg and an associate, Dr. Maurice William, had been engaged 
in propaganda activities vith the financial baching of the 
Xuomintang, the Nationalist Party of China.

The Black Silence of Fear 1 

-< * 

Mr. President, Faculty Members, Alumni, Students and Friends: 

I wish to address myself particularly to you young men and young women who are going 
forth today to make your way in the world. 

Once, not many years ago, when I addressed young people at graduation time, I could 
assure them of a bright and attractive future. The sheepskins they bore raised them above the 
common herd, and the learning they had acquired was dedicated to the building of a new social 
order. Most of those who faced me at previous commencements went on to fight the good fight 
in government, while the rest fought in Europe, Asia, Africa, the South Pacific and Korea. 

Now all that is changed. As we look about us what do we see? 

Reaction is on the march to strip the Nation of its natural resources, to cripple our 
great social welfare programs, to undermine the rights of labor, and to eliminate government 
aids to the underprivileged. The Communists and the reactionaries find common cause in 
their opposition to the_cause of freedom.* _ _ _ _ 
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There is a reign of terror abroad in the land, and only a few voices are raised against 
it. There is an inquisition into the views of scholars, writers, actors, editors and- journalists, 
but we do not know what to do about it. Oh, my friends, we must rally to defend not only the 
innocents unjustly accused, but the cause of freedom itself. Instead we have given license to 
traveling troupes of congressional inquisitors to pry into the lives, the morals, the thoughts 
and the beliefs of scholars, teachers, writers and ministers, to detect whether they may not 
have had, in the distant past, some unorthodox thought, or some wrong or non-conformist belief. 2 

Yes, my friends, terror is abroad in the land, and liberals are the victims of a campaign 
of suppression and oppression aimed at chauvinistic thought control. It is a black fear fostered 
by so-called 100 percent Americans who want to impose their stupid mental regimentation on 
every liberal idea and smear every decent American as a communist. 

The Bill of Rights is besieged, ancient liberties infringed, reckless words uttered, 
vigilante groups are formed, suspicion, mistrust and fear stalk the land, and political parti- 
sanship raises strange and ugly heads, the security of secret files is violated, and the spec- 
ter of a political police emerges.* 

What would Patrick Henry and Sam Adams and Thomas Paine and John Randolph and 
Benjamin Franklin and Alexander Hamilton and Thomas Jefferson say if they were here to wit- 
ness today's spectacle? Those early American patriots welcomed new ideas from whatever 
source. vVe are in heroic company. However thin our ranks, they are thus strengthened by a 
mighty host.* 

The Communist threat inside the country has been magnified and exalted far beyond 
its realities. The philosophy of strength through free speech is being forsaken for the phil- 
osophy of fear through repression. Character assassinations have become common. Good 
and honest men are pilloried. 

Those accused of illegal Communist activity — all presumed innocent of course until 
proved guilty -- have difficulty getting reputable lawyers to defend them. Fear has mounted. 
This fear has even entered universities, great citadels of our spiritual strength, and corrupted 
them. Ye have the spectacle of university officials lending themselves to one of the worst 
witch hunts we have seen since early days. This is the Black Silence of Fear. 1 

Shame on them. 

Look about you. Here on this very campus you will find victims of warmed-over 
charges made by character assassins. 

I need not tell you how members of the teaching profession have suffered and the agonies 
[they have endured at the hands of the McCarrans, the McCarthys, the Jenners, the MacArthurs 
and the J. Ec|ar Hoovers. Yet, I say, thank God the officials of this college had the backbone 
to stand up to those witch-hunters, and thereby vindicated not only academic freedom but civil 
liberties and the Fifth Amendment.

Education I^^P^>ossible in many parts of the United StaT^^^oday because free inquiry 
and free discussion are impossible, ....the teacher of economics, history or political sciVnce 
cannot teach. Even the teacher of literature must be careful. Didn't a member of Indiana's 
Textbook Commission call Robin Hood subversive? 6 o * 



In many places it is unwise for a teacher to agree with Vice President Nixon about 
racial discrimination, or with Chief Justice Warren about health insurance. What teacher would 
dare to say what Secretary of State Dulles has said about the ultimate admission of Red China 
to the society of nations? Teachers are becoming second class citizens. In many states they 
are required to take special oaths that they have not been disloyal. Why not ask them to take 
oaths that they have not been robbers or prostitutes ? 6 

Loyalty Oaths are a part of a rather fat-headed, feeble-minded, though not altogether 
depraved pattern peculiar to American life. By these oaths we put a premium on conformity. 
This results in a society of second-class citizens unable to voice their real opinions, although 
the only kind of advice a society needs is unpalatable advice. 3 

The teaching profession is being attacked by neurotics, the intellectually deprived, and 
common scolds. Any disagreement with my views is bound to be inconsequential, if not an 
actual display of lack of basic insight. They seek to tell us that our obligations include answer- 
ing when spoken to, minding our own business, expressing admiration for all Senators and Con- 
gressmen, doing what we're told, staying out of politics, working quietly yet gaily for low pay, 
condemning Communism," being brave, fearless, outspoken and critical at the risk of disapproval 
by those who urge us to be fearless, rousing the moral enthusiasm of American Youth, provid- 
ing them with spiritual values, teaching them to love their country and their parents, all under 
the happy stimulation of sneers, threats, insults and attacks. Authoritarianism is no sweeter 
in its effects on individuals, merely because it carries the backing of a government with a 
democratic constitution. r 



These are times when nobody wants to be criticized by anybody for anything, for it is 
now almost as bad to be "controversial" as it is to be a spy or traitor. 6 

Each day some new name is pointed out in the press by a Congressional investigating 
committee as a person it is trying to prove is a Communist. I wonder whether this is really 
routing out dangerous people, or merely creating uncertainty about more or less harmless 
people ? 8 

Opposed to these gentlemen and scholars what have you got? The answer, my learned 
friends, you all know — McCarthyism. 

The black evil of McCarthyism has captured the imagination of the American people. 9 

An imposing array of imitators, admirers and supporters have gathered in their cause. 
The blind and bigoted purveyors of hate and prejudice in our land have joined the anti-Commun- 
ist crusade as a likely caravan for their own evil designs. Neighbor has been set against neigh- 
bor. Fear and suspicion have replaced trust and confidence. They have invented the multiple 
untruth, the splattering smear, the trial by headline, the intimidation by innuendo, the grisly 
black-mail by threat of subpena. Freedom of association has been rubbed out in favor of guilt 
by association. 10 



The only danger we still face from the Communists is from possible espionage, sabot- 
age and overt conspiracy. The detection of these activities is the responsibility of our secur- 
ity and police forces. This certainly is not a proper responsibility for Congressional commit- 
tees sitting as judge, jury and prosecutor. 10 

And now we have McCarthy destroying the morale of the American Army into which 
many of you will shortly be inducted. By charging that the Army coddled Communists, McCarthy 
has accomplished what his fellow Fascists, Hitler, Mussolini, Syngman Rhee and ChiangKai- 
shek failed to do. 



But I am sure that the Army never coddled Communists at all deliberately. Not any more 
than previous Democratic Administrations ever coddled a single subversive, a single traitor or 
a single spy, deliberately. 13 

Meanwhile, as the inquisitors rant and rave, our beloved civil liberties are ground in 
the dust, the rights of man are violated, and the four freedoms guaranteed to us in our Consti- 
tution and Magna Charta are destroyed. So effective has been the work of the self-appointed 
vigilantes, flagwaving super patriots and ultra-nationalists that today liberals cower in fear, 
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not daring to open their mouths for fear that they will be hauled before reactionary browixeaters tf 
to be insulted and threatened. T 

But our illness goes deeper than any one man. It is a malady of the soul that summons all 
the evil forces of the Inquisition, of the Cheka, of Hitler ism, of Stalinism, of the Ku Klux Klan, 
and all those nauseous forces which claim dominion over the conduct and the souls of other men,^ 

The sinister significance of McCarthyism, the pro-fascist, anti- Communist crusade has 
an organic relationship with the frenzied preparations for aggressive war the ringing of the 
Soviet Union and People's China with air bases, £he sabotage of n^r^ j fo Korea^the attempt to 
ext end th e war in Indo- China, McCarthyism points toward atomic war and national devastation. ^ 

M i m i, mmmu a m m- 

By confusing the masses with fantastic redbaiing and denouncing everything progressive 
as disloyalty, guiles and Br own e l l are the blood brothers of Senator McCarthy. The attack upon 
Truman is in reality an attack upon the whole labor movement. Freeing ourselves from the Big 
Lie that the U.S.S.R. is a military menace, we must accept the realistic policy of international 
negotiations on the basis of the peaceful co- existence of the U. S. and the Soviet Union.* 1 

The issue, believe me, is not communism. However, don't misunderstand me. I hate 
communism. Indeed, despite what McCarthyites may say, I am not now, I have never been and 
I would not think of becoming a Communist. Nor am I sympathetic with any totalitarian ideas, 
nazi, or fascist. If in the past my name was mistakenly connected with alleged communist front 
organizations it only proves that there is ndhing more undemocratic than guilt by association, 
as was so eloquently pointed out not long ago by Professor Henry Steele Commager. Therefore 
I say to you that the real issue is not communism but academic freedom, guilt by association 
and book burning. 

In making this statement, I realize that I incur the undying hatred of the native-born 
fascist storm troopers who like nothing better than to lynch liberals like myself. However, I 
scorn them and thus take my place alongside those six bold men, unterrified scholars all, 
who stood shoulder to shoulder as they wrote a book in which they proved conclusively that 
they found it was no longer possible for them to express a sensible idea. 

Our present day wrecking-crew may knockout one of the props of our democratic sys- 
tem — the right of petition. After all, if a petition for clemency for the Rosenbergs, for ex- 
ample, or for the abolition of the Un-American Activities Committee is to expose men and 



women to investigation, to the charge of subversion, they will think twice before signing anything.' 
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And who wants to think twice ? 



Do you realize what this is doing to American prestige abroad? I recently returned 
from a tour of several months in Europe and Asia where I heard everyone expressing fear not 
of communism, but of McCarthyism. 

Europeans think they recognize America's dominant mood in inquiiitions, purges, book 
burning, repression and fear which have obscured the bright vision of the 'Land of the Free and 
the Home of the Brave, 15 



The United States will never win the peace until it has done away with the witchhunt and 
the merchants of hate. Men and women a*e being condemned today on the basis of hearsay, innu- 
endo and guilt by association. Men are adjudged on the whispered accusations of faceless people 
not knownto the accused. Anyone --a Communist, a Socialist, a liberal or just a plain Yankee 
who does not like this business of the witchhunt and who shouts his protest — are all put in the 
same classification. These actions have made us suspect abroad. ^ 

How is the United States to fulfill the obligation which history has thrust upon her ? Only 
a committee of experts in the broad and complex field of foreign policy could work out a specific 
blueprint. The Eisenhower Administration has adopted, almost in toto, the foreign policies of 
the Truman and Roosevelt Administrations. Those who think in terms of absolutes concoct Wall 
Street bankers to account for the first WorldWar, a Roosevelt conspiracy to account for Pearl 
Harbor, a Yalta sell-out to account for the cold war with Russia, and an Acheson-Lattimore 
conspiracy to account for the triumph of Communism in China. 16 

Fifteen years ago, President Roosevelt, in a historic addresssaid: "America hates war, 
America hopes for peace. Therefore America actively engages in the sear chlToT peace. * This 
statement marked the "Birtlf of 6 uT^resent foreign "policy. "We are s till tm r^ mng those ends. 
They have led us through World War II and into Korea. & 
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This nation is Toeing weakened by the excesses of our investigating committees, fantas- 
tic charges of treason against our most honored statesmen, the obscene spectacle of distorted 
denunciation, the hysterical fear of Communist subversion, the erosion of civil liberties, the" 
daily affront to human dignity. 1 *? q 

The contagion of meanness growing from hysterical fear of Communism at home is 
being spread to the very shield of the republic, our foreign policy. *9 

I have just completed the manuscript of a new book. It is entitled: MORE FEAR ON 
THE CAMPUS. This is a sequel to my previous book FEAR ON THE CAMPUS, which was a 
best seller for many months and a selection of a well-known book club. 

In this latest book 1 propound some wonderful ideas which I'd like to discuss briefly to- 
day. As we all know, since Senator McCarthy has been dictating our foreign policy we have ali- 
enated 800,000,000 progressive and peace-loving peoples of the world. We have lost not only 
the good will and the vast trade of Soviet Russia and the democratic nations of Europe, but also 
the 400,000,000 Chinese who work happily under the enl ightened leader, Mao Tse-tung.

This we must stop. We must get back in step with the new social/in which there is no 
capitalist exploitation of the masses, no Wall Street imperialism, and in which academic free- 
dom can flourish. 

How can we do this ? Let us take as our example the electrifying spectacle of people 
willing to avail themselves of the Fifth Amendment because the v_ belie ve_in the , Constitution.. 
Because, never let it be forgotten for one minute, that once the fascists finish with the commun- 
ists, they will start in on Catholic priests, Protestant ministers, Jewish rabbis, college pro- 
fessors and innocent little babies. 

The demagogs and irresponsibles have made such inroads upon our entire structure of 
liberties, and our entire fabric of moralities as will not be easily repaired for some time to come 
Do I need to name these demagogs and irresponsibles? You know their leading spirits as well 
as I do — McCarthy, Jenner, Velde. 10 



I maintain that we must have a new way of doing things, to protect the rights of our men- 
tal minorities. We must of course do away with star chamber proceedings and kangaroo courts. 
Instead, I recommend that we have all hearings on alleged communists conducted by liberal radio 
ccgnmen^to^^ In iffiisw^a^noT^nly^c ivil "lib e r tie s would be protected" bV^we "would" have" a new ; ' 
birtfi~c^f"free1lom of expression in the arts, sciences and professions. 



That is my plan to protect people accused by primitives and flagwavers. But how about 
fighting the' lesser evil, communism? 

The real answer to Communism is in the old fashioned phrase good works -- good works 
inspired by love and dedicated to the whole man. ^ 

This plan would have another great advantage, one that gives it great merit in the field of 
psychological warfare. By thus show ing our confidence in co mmunists we might well lulljhe 
justified suspicions of the^ Politburo, so that Molotov would be billing to join^u's^m^nother con- 
ference. ~~ ~" " " - - — - - 



Admittedly, of course, most of the tensions between east and west have been caused by 
American atom- rattling and threats, not to mention our McCarthy-like demagogue ry abroad, 
which in the case of Korea caused the South Koreans to swarm across the ^ j°^ de£j^£cing^^Le^ 
pea c e - lo^yjng ,Np„H 

However, I am sure that if we can persuade President Eisenhower to impeach Senator 
McCarthy we can then go on to the next step of creating harmony at home. 



It is from the British that we have inherited the concept that a man is innocent until he 
is proven guilty. Today crude and sinister men are trying to destroy this concept and to shake 
the very foundation of our freedom based on the due process of law. Witch hunters are on the 
loose again, often cloaked with immunity and armed with subpoenas and the cruel whiplash of 
unevaluated gossip. 20 

Let us have an end to the pussyfooting that has been going on about the use of the methods 
of tyranny in a democratic country.^ 



Let us join with peace-loving peoples around the world in bonds of true international 
brotherhood.

I have long contended that people as confused as you, are more 
dangerous than open Party members. 

Take the case of the popular broadcaster, Eric Sevareid, whose 
tribute to John Paton Davies created a rumpus between Senators Lehman 
and McCarthy. In a book published in 1946 ("Not So Wild a Dream**), after 
two pages of laudation of the head Communist in Chungking (Miss Kung 
F >en g)t he says of himself (p. 329): 

"Again I had the old feeling of uselessness, the crushing sense of inef- 
fectualness that comes to the vacillating liberal, who contests only 
with words, in the presence of a truly strong, dedicated person who 
has accepted the perils of action, made his decision, and cast his per- 
sonal life into the account as a thing of value only in terms of the future 
he himself will never see—the 'tomorrows that sing.' ** 

This dedicated Kung Peng of Sevareid *s is the girl who influenced 
our officials and correspondents* to the betrayal of the Republic of China, 
the resulting Korean War, and the slowly developing loss of Asia. In May 
1954, with Kung Peng sitting in Geneva rejecting our pitiful pleas for impri- 
soned Americans, Sevareid still thought she had loved America. 

If you want Judge Youngdahl to understand your part in the confu- 
sion that brought us from the unconditional victories of 1945 to the abandoned 
Americans in Chinese prisons, just send for me. I can even explain "tomor- 
rows that sing.'*

. . . Apart altogether from the difference 
in government, in social structure and in 
declared international policy between Im- 
perial Russia and Soviet Russia, the actual 
Russian expansion, the type of action taken 
on the spot, is essentially what it always 
was. 

On page 297, he states: 

The loss of Outer Mongolia and its vir- 
tual inclusion in the Soviet Union of Re- 
publics, aroused only a fraction of, the 
feeling and comment [in China] caused 
by any advance of Japanese railway policy 
in Manchuria. 

In 1935 Mr. Lattimore asked Wil- 
liam Henry Chamberlin, then cor- 
respondent in Tokyo, and previously 
correspondent in Moscow for the 
Christian Science Monitor, to write 
an article for Pacific Affairs, compar- 
ing the Japanese and Russian press. 
Some months later they met in Peking 
and Lattimore told Chamberlin that 
the article would not be published 
because the Soviet branch of the In- 
stitute of Pacific Relations objected, 
stating that they objected to any- 
thing by Chamberlin and would with- 
draw from the IPR if his article were 
published. In fairness to Mr. Latti- 
more, it should be stated that there 
is no proof that everything he pub- 
lished was censored by the Soviet

Union. In fact he told a friend in 
London in 1936 that he had almost 
lost his job for publishing an article 
by Harold R. Isaacs (now News-Week 
correspondent) who, though a Com- 
munist, was of the Trotskyist variety, 
which was poison to Stalin. (Sort of 
U.235 atomic revolutionary bomb 
instead of U.238 variety.) It is in- 
teresting to know that the "so-called" 
Institute of Pacific Relations in Mos- 
cow was identical with the Pacific 
Ocean Section of the Institute of 
World Economy and Politics, hatch- 
ery of Communist propaganda for 
China. In order to make things look 
better for the Americans, a separate 
office was taken in another building 
and the IPR sign put up there. 

Mr. Lattimore continued with other 
duties, including service on the edito- 
rial board of Amerasia, the editor- 
ship of Pacific Affairs until 1941. 
These were momentous years in the 
Far East. From 1934 to 1937 Japan's 
aggression advanced step by step in 
North China; the Chinese Soviet Gov- 
ernment and armies were- driven into 
the far Northwest, and finally in Feb- 
ruary, 1937, the Chinese Soviet pro- 
posed terms to the Chiang Kai-shek 
Government for a United Front, 



which were accepted, providing in 
part that: 

"The Chinese Soviet Government 
shall henceforth be known as the Gov- 
ernment of the Special Area of the 
Republic of China, which shall be 
under the control of the National 
Government and of the National Mil- 
itary Council." (This agreement was 
never reported in any publication of 
the Institute of Pacific Relations — the 
Chinese Communists now claim it 
was never agreed to.) 

When the Japanese-Chinese war 
broke out July 7, 1937, the Chinese 
Communists and the Nationalist 
forces co-operated in accord with this 
agreement, and Russia supplied to the 
Chinese Government the greatest for- 
eign aid. When, however, Russia 
startled the world with the Ribben- 
trop-Molotov pact of non-aggression, 
August 23, 1939, unity of purpose 
between the Chinese Communists and 
the Chinese Government ceased, 
finally reaching, late in 1940, the 
point of pitched battles between them. 
Ill-feeling continued until June 22, 
1941, when Hitler attacked Russia 
and the Second Imperialist War sud- 
denly became "a war of all the peoples 
of the world against Nazi enslave- 
ment." The Chinese Communist 
forces ceased their attacks on Gov- 
ernment troops and an uneasy co- 
operation continued until late 1943, 
when, Russia being out of danger, 
Communists again began to denounce 
the Government of China. 

Although, under Mr. Lattimore's 
editorship, Pacific Affairs did not 
editorialize, the general tenor of its 
articles largely followed the Com- 
munist line, particularly refraining 
from any criticism of the Govern- 
ment of China between the United 
Front agreement of February, 1937, 
and the Hitler-Stalin pact of August 
23. 1939. During the seven years of 
Mr. Lattimore's editorship, Pacific 
Affairs featured numerous articles by 
well-known pro-Soviet and Com- 
munist writers. Among the pro- 
Soviet writers were: Mary Van 
Kleeck, Joseph F. Barnes (now For- 
eign Editor of the New York Herald- 
Tribune), Edgar Snow, Nym Wales 
(Mrs. Edgar Snow), Haakon M.

Owen Lattimore: "Experts Expert" 

The Monocle, the Commissar, the Old Homestead, and Snafu 



66 A LSO mentioned [to replace 
xjL Joseph C. Grew as Under- 
Secretary of State] is Owen Latti- 
more, Professor of International Re- 
lations at Johns Hopkins University 
and an authority in the Far East. 
Mr. Lattimore, however, has had no 
diplomatic experience. A possibility 
also is that Mr Lattimore will be 
named a special advisor on Far East- 
ern Affairs." New York Times, Aug. 
6, 1945. 

Whether the New York Times 9 
guesses as to personalities in the 
future State Department set-up prove 
prophetic, their Washington Bureau, 
under Arthur Krock, has served to 
call attention to a man of unusual 
background and qualifications as a 
Far Eastern expert. In its issue 
of July 7, 1941, announcing Mr. 
Lattimore's appointment as advisor 
to Chiang Kai-shek, Time stated: 
"Franklin Roosevelt selected his 
friend, Owen Lattimore" and referred 
to him as an "expert's expert." 

Born in Washington, D. C, July 
29, 1900, the child Owen was taken 
along when his father David was 
made Department head in a Chinese 
university at Tientsin. Receiving his 
grade school education in English 
schools in China, at the age of 15 he 
was sent for four years' study to St. 
Bee's School, Cumberland, England. 

The Monocle 

Returning to China in 1920, he 
worked for a year in Shanghai, then 
for about a year on the British-owned 
English language paper in Tientsin, 
the Peking-Tientsin Times, then 
under the editorship of the very Brit- 
ish W. H. G. Woodhead, whose mind 
was, and still is, a veritable encyclo- 
pedia of things Chinese. 

When young Lattimore left for 
school in England, he spoke Chinese 
fluently. Since then he has extended 
hi« mastery of the Chinese language,

both written and spoken, to such an 
extent that he can generally place the 
home province of a Chinese acquaint- 
ance by his accent. When he returned 
from England to China, he came 
back, outwardly, as the standard 
product of the British public school. 
Known in those early post-war days 
in Tientsin as the only American in 
the world who wore a monocle (worn 
for the very sensible reason that he 
needed artificial aid only for one 
eye), his admiration for all things 
British misled chance American ac- 
quaintances into mistaking him for a 
British subject instead of an Ameri- 
can citizen. 

After about a year on the Peking- 
Tientsin Times, he joined Arnhold & 
Co., Ltd., a large British import- 
export firm, serving in both Peking 
and Tientsin offices and in the field. 
Here his attention was focused on the 
wool and other products of China's 
Far West, arousing his interest in that 
vast region where China's borders 
march with Russia's for nearly 5,000 
miles from Manchuria to Turkestan. 

Leaving Arnhold & Co. in 1926, 
with some financial aid from the 
Peking-Tientsin Times, he made an 
expedition to the then little known 
Turkestan, reporting to his sponsors 
on conditions as he found them and 
more fully in his first book The 
Desert Road to Turkestan, published 
in 1929. 

Then followed a series of scholar- 
ships and research assignments under 
the Social Science Research Council, 
Harvard-Yenching Institute, the J. S. 
Guggenheim Memorial Foundation, 
and the Institute of Pacific Relations. 
These assignments included graduate 
work at Harvard, research in Peking 
and field research in Mongolia and 
Manchuria. Having married Miss 
Eleanor Holgate of Northwestern 
University in 1926, he 'was accom- 
panied by his wife on some of his 
expeditions, regardless of the primi- 



tive conditions in these outposts of 
China. These years of travel and 
study in Turkestan, Mongolia and 
Manchuria gave him and his wife un- 
equaled knowledge of the vast border- 
lands between China and Russia, their 
customs, languages and the conflicts 
of interest, then of such little inter- 
est, but noy, as America must help 
organize the peace of Asia, of such 
great interest to* the post-war world. 

The Commissar 

During the years following his 
marriage^ his admiration of every- 
thing British declined, the monocle 
disappeared, and because of his 
championing of the Mongols and 
their grievances against their Chinese 
ruler s P he became known among the 
Chinese as a Mongol-iac. During this 
period he became aware of the vast 
role in Asiatic affairs to be played by 
the Soviet Union and a great admirer 
of the Communist system. 

In 1934 he was appointed editor of 
Pacific Affairs, the quarterly publi- 
cation of the Institute of Pacific Rela- 
tions, and accompanied Mr. E. C. 
Carter, its Director-General, to Mos- 
cow. 

This trip apparently completed his 
conversion to an admiration of the 
Soviet Union's system of government 
and role as world remaker. 

In his book Manchuria: Cradle of 
Conflict 1 , he says on page 294; 

Russia appears to be the only nation of 
the modern world that is "young" enough 
to have "men of destiny." It creates its 
Lenin and its Stalin; they follow each other 
with the certainty of fate. Russia, more 
than China and more than any nation of 
the West, is launched on a career of 
growth, and grow it will, irrespective of the 
leader. Russia, of all countries, is the one 
of which it can he said not only that some- 
thing new may happen, but that something 
new is hound to happen. . . . The policies 
of Russia are conditioned by historic forces,

Mr. Lattimore's admiration of Rus- 
sia and contempt for the Government 
of China during this period may be 
sensed from the following: 

The whole career of the great Dr. Sun 
is a kind of quest of a philosopher's stone. 
Not only do his analyses of political, so- 
cial, and economic forces appear weirdly 
irrational to Western thought, but they 
have never affected by any power of reason 
the political thought of China — Manchuria : 
Cradle of Conflict. 

Replying to William Henry Cham- 
berlin in Pacific Affairs, September, 
1938, on the great Russian purges. 
Lattimore says: 

The real point, of course, for those who 
live in democratic countries, is whether the 
discovery of the conspiracies was a triumph 
for democracy, or not. I think that can 
be easily determined. The accounts of the 
most widely read Moscow correspondents 
all emphasize that since the close scrutiny 
of every person in a responsible position, 
following the trials, a great many abuses 
have been discovered and rectified. A lot 
depends on whether you emphasize the dis- 
covery of the abuse or the rectification of 
it; but habitual rectification can hardly do 
anything but give the ordinary citizen more 
courage to protest, loudly, whenever in the 
future he finds himself being victimized by 
** someone in the Party" or "someone in 
the Government." That sounds to me like 
democracy (p. 371). 

In connection with this defense of 
the purge in which tens of thousands 
of Russians were executed or disap- 
peared, is his later definition of 
Democracy (April 6, 1943) : "Democ- 
racy by definition is a process of ad- 
justing the demands and interests of 
all the people by giving decision to 
the majority and at the same time 
protecting the basic rights of the 
minority." His belief that Russian 
cruelties are all our fault comes out 
in this passage in the Making of

Modern China: 2 

It is time for the rest of us to admit 
something which is as important for us as 
it is for the Russians; that many of the 
harsh and cruel aspects of the Soviet order 
are in fact scars inflicted on it in its youth 
by the intolerance and active hostility 
against which it had to struggle to survive. 
For this part of the environment of the 
early years of Soviet history it was the 
rest of the world that was responsible 
(p. 197). 



The Old Homestead 

Then came the Sunday that shook 
ihe world. June 22, 1941, the Second 
Imperialist War turned into the holy 
crusade for democracy ( according to 
the Daily Worker). Russia was no 
longer on Hitler's side but on ours. 
Lattimore, then Professor of Inter- 
national Relations at Johns Hopkins, 
was called to Washington and within 
three weeks was on his way to Chung- 
king as advisor to Chiang Kai-shek, 
by appointment of President Roose- 
velt. The stupid Chinese asked their 
American friends why, if President 
Roosevelt wanted to send an advisor, 
did he have to pick a Red? But the 
Chinese were agreeably surprised. 
The change in the war that brought 
Russia to our side had brought Latti- 
more home at last. Russia's interest 
was now our interest and China's in-

terest. Via Britain and the Soviet, 
Lattimore was now at last emotionally 
and intellectually at home again in 
his birthplace. 

An incident in Chungking shows 
Mr. Lattimore's ability to get along 
with men of importance. At the time 
of the kidnaping of the Generalissimo 
at Sian in December, 1936, Lattimore 
had charged that the intention of the 
Minister of War, Ho Ying-chin, to 
send planes and artillery to bombard 
the Generalissimo's captors was, in 
fact, a plot to kill the Generalissimo. 
Shortly after arriving in Chungking, 
Mr. Lattimore called on the War Min- 
ister, apologized and explained that 
he had been misinformed. The Min- 
ister received him politely, accepted 
the explanation in the spirit it was 
meant and invited Lattimore to stay 
for dinner with his staff. In 1945, 
explaining the Sian Incident (Solu- 
tion in Asia, p. 100), he corrected 
his statement to read: 

Some of the more rigid military minds in 
the National Government wanted to send 
a punitive expedition against the mutineers, 
regardless of whether this might cost the 
Generalissimo his life. 

Thus from 1941 until last year. 
Mr. Lattimore found it easy to recon- 
cile his love for his native land, his 
admiration for the Soviet Union, and 
his liking for the people of China. 
For a period of nearly three years 
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their interests coincided — to defeat 
the joint enemy was the main ob- 
jective of all three. 

During this period he published 
two books. America and Asia, 3 1943, 
and The Making of Modern China, 
1944 (by Owen and Eleanor Latti- 
more) . A iew quotations show the 
spirit of this period: 

{America and Asia) I think it would do 
us good to compare ourselves with the 
Chinese. The Chinese did know and did 
understand the kind of world they were 
living in. They knew what they were going 
to have to face well before the Marco Polo 
Bridge incident in 1937 and they walked 
up open-eyed and faced it. They faced it 
not only with courage but with a solid 
unity that astonished the whole world. 

(America and Asia) It was because the 
Chinese were on the edge of the rewards 
of the revolution which Sun Yat-sen had 
started and which the Generalissimo had 
been fulfilling, that the Japanese struck. 

(America and As: a) We have failed to 
realize that the Chinese have fought a 
very brainy and very skillful war. Of the 
four rrfajor United Nations only two have 
withstood the Axis on a large scale on wide 
land fronts. Those two are Russia and 
China. The Japanese rolled us and the 
British back from the Philippines, Hong 
Kong, Malaya and Burma, and the Dutch 
from the Netherlands Indies with shock- 
ing speed. Even the Dutch had in Nether- 
lands India better modern equipment and 
more of it than the Chinese had when 
they began fighting in 1937. . . . The 
Chinese eventually fell back to the line 
which has been more or less permanent 
since the fall of Hankow and Canton at 
the end of 1938. . . . 

The Chinese have been able to break up 
and drive back every major Japanese of- 
fensive since 1939. . . . 

Many people talk of the danger of civil 
war in China at the end of this war, but I 
think that the danger of civil war in China 
is probably less than the danger of civil 
war in many countries in Europe. O^e 
reason is that we have in Asia a world 
statesman, a real genius in Chiang Kai- 
shek. What may be called the functional 
test of the historical importance of Chiang 
Kai-shek is the fact that throughout an 
already long political career, he has grown 
steadily greater and greater. 

(America and Asia) One of the greatest 
tests of our ability to shape the world . . . 
will be the obscure question of Korea. 
Korea is a test because it is a small coun- 
try. . . . Unless we show some ability to 
comprehend in one understanding the far 
and the near, the great and the small, then, 
if there is a third world war, a large share 
of the blame will lie on us.

(Making of Modern China) The final 
outcome [of the Sian incident] was even 
more dramatic than the original mutiny. 
The Generalissimo was unconditionally re- 
leased (p. 162). 

Another advantage of the co-operative 
method [Chinese industrial co-operatives] 
is its flexibility. The damage done by 
monetary inflation is minimized if a co- 
operative of blacksmiths can get its iron 
from a mining co-operative and make metal 
parts for the looms of a weaving co-opera- 
tive. In fact, a relatively complicated 
enterprise like a weaving co-operative can 
be created with virtually no money capital 
if the building materials are provided by 
brick and tile co-operatives, put up by 
building co-operatives, equipped with looms 
by carpenter and blacksmith co-operatives, 
and furnished with woolen and cotton 
yarns from spinning co-operatives. The 
cloth turned out by the new co-operatives, 
thus created, can then be used for clothing 
by members of the other co-operatives fp. 
190). (This simple Marxist plan will make 
vast loans to our socialized allies unneces- 
sary after the War.) 

Both Communists and Kuomintang have 
a great stake in avoiding civil war. ... A 
further restraint on the Communists will 
be their own desire to avoid being repre- 
sented as "agents of a foreign power" (p. 
199). 

China's other territorial problems are 
simple. At the end of the war China will 
recover in full the Northeastern Provinces, 
Formosa and the Liuchiu Islands and will 
support Korea's claim to independence 
(p. 206). 

Snafu 

In June, 1944, Mr. Lattimore ac- 
companied Vice-President Wallace on 
his flying trip to Siberia and China 
as one of Mr. Wallace's three ad- 
visors. The vice-presidential party is 
understood to have spent about two 
weeks in Siberia, four days in Chung- 
king and about ten days visiting 
American airfields in China. What 
was accomplished has not been made 
public, but, after the party's return, 
the general impression was that they 



had concluded that we were "backing 
the wrong horse" in China. 

In an off- the- record talk. Mr. Latti- 
more stated that the party had not 
conferred with the Chinese Com- 
munists. Nevertheless, it so happened 
that United States relations with 
Chungking rapidly went from bad to 
worse, culminating in the recall of 
General Stilwell and the resignation 
of Ambassador Gauss. Mr. Latti- 
more's revised conclusions on the 
Far East may be studied in his Solu- 
tion in Asia, a best-seller of the spring 
of this year. The jacket states: 

Me shows that all the Asiatic peoples 
are more interested in actual democratic 
practices, such as they see in action across 
the Russian border, than they are in the 
fine theories of Anglo-Saxon democracies 
which come coupled with ruthless im- 
perialism. He inclines to support American 
newspapermen who report that the only 
real democracy in China is found in Com- 
munist areas. 

Harriet L. Moore, writing in the 
Communist Soviet Russia Today 
(July, 1945), says of Mr. Lattimore's 
Solution in Asia (p. 27) : "To ther 
people of Asia he says: . . the Soviet 
Union stands for strategic security, 
economic prosperity, technological 
progress, miraculous medicine, free 
education, equality of opportunity 
and democracy!* " 

Just what Mr. Lattimore's "Solu- 
tion" is in Asia, the book does not 
clearly reveal. It seems to arrive at 
the conclusion that we should co- 
operate wholeheartedly with the So- 
viet Union as the post-war situation 
gradually develops and should show 
a careful impartiality as between sup- 
port of the National Government of 
China and the Chinese Communists. 
Here are a few quotations: 

Chiang never hecame a dictator or a

in his directive to the Communist 
political workers of the Eighteenth 
Route Army laid down the following 
Communist party policy: 

The Sino-Japanese war affords our Party 
an excellent opportunity for expansion. 
Our fixed policy should be seventy percent 
expansion, twenty percent dealing with 
Kuomintang, and ten percent resisting 
Japan. 

After spending 70% for expansion 



and 20% to deal with the Kuomin- 
tang, how could the Chinese Com- 
munists launch a "'major land fight 
against the enemy," in spite of the 
claims of the Daily Worker? And 
how can they say that "they alone 
have fought throughout the war"? 
The nature of this claim is particu- 
larly ununderstandable to us because 
Atheistic Communism does not be- 
lieve in miracles!

She was speaking of the Communists 
and their Fellow Travelers in Amer- 
ica.

fascist. Accusations of fascism and dic- 
tatorship have obscured his real claim to 
be a coalition statesman of genius (p. 107). 

While the Kuomintang was moving from 
a coalition of interests toward a monopoly 
of one interest [the landlords] ... the 
Communists were moving in the opposite 
direction. From being a one-doctrine party, 
they were tending to become a coalition 
party (p. 107). 

Not even the Communists are strong 
enough to nominate a candidate of their 
own as President of the Republic of China, 
and therefore Chiang Kai-shek would be 
nominated by all parties, which would 
confirm him in the position he now holds. 
. . . Once there is uniformity of political 
rights throughout China, under a govern- 
ment elected by the people, that govern- 
ment should enforce unity of military com- 
mand (p. 122). 

There is a treaty of alliance between the 
two countries [the U.S.S.R. and Outer 
Mongolia] but without assertion of Soviet' 
sovereignty or control. Soviet policy in 
Outer Mongolia cannot be fairly called Red 
imperialism. Russo-Mongol relations in 
Asia, like Russo-Czechoslovak relations in 
Europe, deserve careful and respectful 
study (p. 143). 

There is too much danger of a drift 
toward making China a Poland in Asia, 
with America eventually identified as the 
not too enthusiastic backer of a "legitimist" 
group with too many Chinese "Polish 
Colonels" and not enough popular sup- 
port, and Russia identified as the strate- 
gically placed backer of a group which is 
legally "dissident" but has growing sup- 
port among moderate groups as well as 



the peasants (p. 193) . 

If the tendency of China is to fall apart, 
the British in the strategic southwestern 
area and at Hong Kong, and the Russians 
in the Northeastern Provinces and at 
Dairen and Port Arthur, will feel a strong 
pressure to take steps to insure minimum 
local control (p. 195).

Co-operation with Russia in strengthen- 
ing China will make it easier to co-operate 
with Russia in many other ways. , . . The 
difficulty in dealing with Russia is not 



Russian policy, but the truly appalling 
lack of an American policy. The average 
American is as weak in this respect as the 
State Department (p. 199). 

From "China, at San Francisco" 
by Owen Lattimore, April 7, 1945: 

Both American and Russian policy ought 
to set a high premium on a negotiated 
coalition between the Kuomintang and the 
Communists, without subjection of either 
party to the other. 

In 1900, John Hay, Secretary of 
State, said: "The world's peace rests 
with China, and whoever understands 
China socially, politically, economic- 
ally or religiously, holds the key to 
world politics during the next five 
centuries." 

Mr. Lattimore would apparently 
use this key to lock China into the 
Communist World System. Thus he 
sees China as the keystone of world 
peace as proclaimed by Stalin : 
"When these federations of republics 
have finally grown into a World 
Union of Soviet Socialist Republics 
uniting the whole of mankind under 
the hegemony of the international 
proletariat organized as a State."

In fact, scores of State Department officials had warned against what 
was being done--a few such as Pat Hurley and Wm.

At Teheran, General Hurley managed to get the text of the Atlantic Charter 
included in the communique. It was the last breath of that now forgotten document, 
l^since when, American foreign relations seem to have lacked both principle and policy. 

It is interesting to note that on Jan, 10, 1945, Secretary Stettinius ordered 
"allmemoranda for the President on topics to be discussed at the meeting of the 
Big Three should be in the hands of Alger Hiss not later than Monday, 'January 15,' 1 
Just as Alger Hiss screened this pipe-line to the President, so Harry Dexter White 
was the bottle neck for all foreign activities in Treasury. 

Some of the assistants of these two men have gone to other positions, 
but many are still in State or Treasury. Many seem still as ignorant as our papers 
credit them with being in 1945. Whether such men could be guilty of constitutionals 
treason, if they had reason to suspect Communist motivations on the part of those/ 
to whom they gave-* 4 aid and comfort," is still being argued.

Mr. SMITH of Wisconsin. Mr. 
Speaker, as part of my remarks I am 
including an article by Alfred Kohlberg 
that appeared in China Monthly several 
years ago. Members who axe Interested 
in the China affair should read it. 

A Red D£eaj£ 
<By Alfred Kohlberg) 
{Editor's Note.— In January 1945, one 
month before Yalta. Alfred Kohlberg wrote 
down the following dream. On March 23. 
19*5. having Ek*1 Browser &e his guest at 
luncheon, he mentioned the dream, and that 
afternoon cent him a copy. On April 5. 
1945, be mailed a copy to each Member of 
the House and Senate. While the course of 
events for the past 2 years has not in 
detail followed the pattern of the dream, the 
similarities to date are so striking tbafc we 
believe It well worth publishing as food for 
thought.) 

January 15.. 1945. I dreamt that I was in 
Moscow and saw Joseph Stalin in a news- 
paper kiosk In the middle of the sidewalk 
selling pamphlets. I stood in line and 
bought one. It read as follows! 

"my dream or woruj jhstctot; jb4&-i&ts 
4J (By Earl Browder) 

"The year 1945 opened with the final stages 
of world War II plainly visible. The vile 
Nasi -Fascist conspiracy to enslave the world 
was being demolished on the battlefields of 
eastern Europe. The indomitable Peoples 
Army of the Union of Soviet Socialist Repub- 
lics having freed the holy soil of the Socialist 
fatherland of the Hitlerite invaders had al- 
ready brought the democratic blessings of 
communism to the victims and satellites of 
the Fascists in the Balkans and eastern 
Europe, Throughout all eastern Europe the 
Socialist revolution was proceeding with the 
liquidation of all 'traitors to the people' and 
establishment of democratic dictatorships of 
the proletariat under the leadership of the 
brave Communist leaders who had come to 
the fore after the dastardly attack by the 
Hitlerite criminals on the Soviet Union on 
June 22, 1941, As stated by the noted non- 
Communist historian of the day. Edgar Snow t 
these 'traitors to the people' in all the lib- 
erated countries of Europe, as well as the 
defeated enemy nations, comprised all the 
large landowners, all large property owners, 
all officials of former governments, and all 
who would not cooperate in the hew internal 
reforms of the patriotic Communist 
administration s, 

"The liquidation oi these fascist, reaction- 
ary elements in Finland. Poland, the Baltic 
Soviet Republics. Caecho»iovftVta, Hungary, 
Rumania, Yxigoslavia, end Bulgaria cleared 
the ground for the democratic development 
of people s governments In all *hcse coun- 
tries, headed by tried and true Communist 
lenders of the liberal forces. Many of the 
reactionaries who were adjudged 'traitors to 
the people" vrere leniently treated, being 
granted, with their families, free transport to 
the Siberian Soviet Socialist Republic where 
they were enabled to rehabilitate themselves 
as useful -workers in the forests, mines, and 
industries, 

"Popular elections were held, in which an 
average of 03.4 percent of the qualified elec- 



tors voted. Delegates elected In these secret, 
popular elections then met in each Of the 
capitals of these countries and without 
exception, In accordance with the Atlantic 
Charter, self-determined themselves Into the 
Soviet Union. This was In accordance with 
the principle stated by Foreign Commissar 
Mototov, October 31, 1939, as follows: 

" 'We stand for the scrupulous and punc- 
tilious observance of pacts on the basis of 
complete reciprocity and we declare that 
all nonsense about soviettzing the Battle 
countries is only to the interest of our 
common enemies and of all anti-Soviet 
provocateurs/ 

"As the war against Hitlerite Germany 
proceeded to its close the Free Germany Com- 
mittee, originally having headquarters In 
Moscow, moved to ffoenigsberg and was reo 
ogiiifced (with altered personnel i by the So- 
viet Onion as the provisional government of 
the new Germany. In the last stages of the 
war against Hitlerite Germany, the newly 
recognized provisional government assisted 
the great mass of the German people to 
regain their democratic rights fry purging 
all elements Of "traitors to the people' and 
installing democratic governments In all 
areas. Popular elections were held without 
delay and the newly elected delegates peti- 
tioned the Soviet Union to annex the Soviet 
German Republic as a free, sail -governing 
unit in the Union of Soviet Socialist Re- 
publics, 

"In this period, also, the Czechoslovak 
Republic repudiated the exile government of 
the capitalist reactionary Benes and peti- 
tioned for admission to the great Soviet 
Union. Meantime the bankrupt capitalist 
plutocratic empires of the United States and 
Britain failed to understand the wishes of 
the masses of the people in Greece, Italy, 
France, and Belgium, preferring to recognize 
the discredited exile reactionary regimes in 
these countries, where popular uprisings, 
taking their inspiration from the people's 
victories in eastern Europe, though not suc- 
cessful, succeeded in securing important 
positions in coalition regimes. 

-By the end of 1945 all organized resist- 
ance in Germany and eastern Europe was 
ended, and there remained only the task of 
liquidating remaining pro-Fascist, reaction- 
ary guerrilla forces in Poland. Czechoslovakia, 
and Yugoslavia. The imperialist, plutocratic, 
capitalist empires of the United States of 
America and Britain meantime had not been 
able to bring their war against Japan to ft 
successful conclusion and appealed to the 
Soviet Union for aid. In accordance with 
agreements previously made at Tehran in 
1943, when Churchill and Roosevelt appealed 
to Statin, the Soviet Union honored its prom- 
ises and recognized the Chinese Soviet re- 
public, headed by that great patriot. Mao 
Tse-tung. as the government of free China, 
disavowing the reactionary. pro-Fascist. pro- 
Japanese government headed by Chiang Kai- 
ahelt. 

"The indomitable forces of the Red Army 
attacked the Japanese Fascist criminals in 
Manchuria and Korea, releasing this holy 
Russian soil frcm the Invaders who had foully 
seized it In 19Cj, At the same time. Russian 
forces advanced 300 miles from the borders 
of the Mongolian Soviet Republic to the cap- 
ital of the Chinese Soviet Republic at Yenan, 
bringing supplies and reinforcements. After 
the freeing of Manchuria and Korea, people's 
elections were heJd and the new Soviet Re- 
publics resulting therefrom joined the great 
Union of Soviet Socialist Republics. The in- 
vasion of Japan followed with the overthrow 
of the Mikado and the recognition by the 
Soviet Union of the Japanese People's lib- 
eration Alliance, headed by the well-known 
Communist, susuma Okano, as the provi- 
sional government of Japan. 

"As the Soviet liberators advanced with 
the Chinese Communist brothers -in- arms 
south into the Yangtse Valley, reactionary 
publications in the United States of America, 
such as the New York Times and other cap- 
italist papers, called on the government to 
oppose the advance of the Communist lib

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erators beyond the so-called Cmnese uurzou 
line of the Yellow River and charged a dou- 
ble cross of China: But the libera], noncap- 
italiat press, such as the Field newspapers, 
and the scholarly non~ Communist research 
organizations, such as the Institute of Pa- 
cific Relations and the Foreign Policy Asso- 
ciation, together with the Communist presH, 
exposed the true character of the National 
Government of China aa reactionary, pro- 
Fascist, and pro-Japanese. They exposed the 
false Chinese claim that they had been fight- 
ing the Japanese for 8 years. In disabusing 
the American public of the idea that China 
was its friend and proving that the true 
meaning of cooperation was acceding to Com- 
munist demands, many famous rton- Com- 
munist Chinese experts and scholars tfer^ 
outstanding, particularly Agues Smedley. 
Edgar Snow, Theodore White. Mark Gayn, 
MaicweU Stewart, L. K. Roalnger, T, A. Bisson, 
and Frederick V. Field Thus, the American 
Government Insisted that the Chungking 
Government negotiate directly with Moscow, 
and the United States of America refused to 
Interfere in the internal affairs of China. 
"During the years 1946-49. the Chinese 
. Soviet Republic gradually extended Its terri- 
tories to Include all of China and restored 
order throughout its realms by liquidating 
all traitors to the people. This liquidation 
was greatly aided by a popular questionnaire 
filled out by every Chinese reading: 

" *l. Why have you not retreated with the 
Soviet Army in 1033? 

" '2. What employment have you pursued 
under the Kuomintang? 

41 *3. What an ti~ Kuomintang sabotage have 
you done? 

"*4. Name the accomplices, 

41 H 6. Name three collaborators of the Kuo- 
mintang." 

"Thtia did the Soviet Unioji bring the 
blessings of peace and true Marxist-Lenlnlst- 
Stailnlat democracy to the great farmer- 
worker masses of Europe and Asia, encom- 
passing a population of 1,100.000,009 people. 

"At this point one should mention the 
shorC-Ilved new League of Nations, often 
named Dumbarton Oaks after the now-for- 
gotten hotel where It was first conceived, 
The charter for this organization was finally 
signed in 1945* but in the ensuing years it 
was often used as a sounding hoard for un- 
founded and idiotic complaints by reaction- 
ary eiiles from member states of the great 
Soviet Union, falsely calling themselves gov- 
ernments, who sought to cast doubts on the 
great democratic victories or the Soviet 
Union. The great democratic movements 
organized in the United States under Sidney 
H ill man and other liberals, in England under 
Harry Pollttt, and in France under Maurice 
Thorez. did not hesitate, however, to expose 
these Fascist reactionary complaints. 

"During the years after 1945 the great 
Soviet Union rebuilt the proletarian economy 
of the vast Eurasian lands, happily united 
nnder the people's dictatorship, with special 
emphasis on weapons of defense against the 
imperialist British, American, and French: 
empires which looked with envious eyes at 
the great Socialist gains of the Soviet Union. 
The death in 1948 of Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
whose ability to cooperate with Marshal 
Stalin had brought about so many social and 
territorial gains for the world proletariat, 
ended a period of cooperation. Three years 
later the great democratic ^Soviet Union 
heeded the call of the submerged masses of 
India, crushed under the capitalist, reac- 
tionary dominion government headed by the 
pro-Fascist Nehru, and supplied arms and

former Turkish Republic followed reaction- 
ary leadership and sought military alliances 
with the capitalist empires, much against 
the wishes of the Turkish proletariat, who 
appealed to the Soviet Union for aid which 
was liberally given to establish a workers' 
Soviet Republic. 

"Similar movements in British and French 
colonies in north Africa were ruthlessly sup- 
pressed by the reactionary governments* 
The patriotic leaders of these movements ap- 
pealed to their brothers the great democratic 
classes of the Soviet Union, who could not 
turn a deaf ear to the call of their brothers 
in distress. Aid In the form of great air 
fjeets was s£nt + The reactionary British and 
French Empires, Idiotically chose to regard 
this as war and called on the Dumbarton 
Oaics League for sanctions against the great 
People's Republic of the Soviet Union. For- 
tunately for the cause of the people's libera- 
tion the United States voted agairjst action. 
In this decision the great liberal movement 
In the United States took a leading part in 
explaining to the American masses that no 
pledges of the Dumbarton Oaks Charter could 
be perverted to require American boys to 
fight on foreign soil to maintain the un- 
democratic empires of Britain and France. 
As, It later turned out the reactionary forces 
of Great Britain and Prance were over- 
whelmed in their homelands before the 
United States of America could have re- 
armed and come to their assistance in any 
case. 

"Thus In I9$7 the British and French Em- 
pires came to an inglorious end. but in their 
stead, Prance and Britain became truly dem- 
ocratic free Soviet Republics, no longer mis- 
led by such traitors to the people as Large 
landowners, large property owneis, former of- 
ficials, bourgeoisie, and other reactionary in- 
tellectuals, all of whom were wiped away, 

"After the close of this war which led to 
the freeing of the great French and British 
masses from the enslavement of their cap- 
italist masters, freedom movements gained 
great strength in other countries, particu- 
larly itf" North and South America, ^ 

♦'The American Government, under the 
control of reactionary isolationists sought to 
cut itself oft from the great movements for 
liberation all over the world. The freedom 
movement and the liberal element in the 
U + S. A. proclaimed that ir the U. S. A, would 
only keep its armament to a minimum, there- 
by avoiding any threatening action, and lib- 
eralize its lands and Industries by Govern- 
ment ownership and control* peace, a peo- 
ple's prosperity and great social gains would 
ensue. Unfortunately the reactionary isola- 
tionist government did not follow this far-- 



seeing program* It did reduce armament* 
thus removing incitement to war, but in 
1&62, it foolishly attempted by, law to pro- 
hibit the free assembly of the Communist 
Political Association and all organizations 
affiliated with It; and other organizations en- 
gaged In building up American -Russian 
friendship and cultural relations. This re- 
actionary law also canceled free-press privi- 
leges of the same organizations and organi- 
zations allied thereto, (For several years 
prior thereto difficulties had arisen between 
citizens of the Japanese Soviet Republic, 
enjoying their right of access to the fisheries 
of Alaska and reactionary American officials 
seeking to deny this people's right.) 

*The Foreign Office of the Soviet Union 
filed formal diplomatic protests against this 
law, pointing out that it could not but be 
regarded as an unfriendly action. The State 
Department, in its answer, alleged that the 
Soviet Union did" not permit criticism in its 
press or free assembly by friends of th# 
U, S. A, This specious argument was de- 
molished by the Soviet Foreign Office, which 
replied that freedom of assembly and free- 
dom of the press were permitted in the 
Soviet Union and if It so happened that no 
one in the press or in assembly had anything 
good to'say about the U. S. A. or its Govern- 
ment, that was because the citizens of the 
Soviet Union had such a superior proletarian 
socialist society that they could not be so 
stupid as not to recognize its merits. 

"To this frank and sincere statement the 
United States returned an obdurate reply. 
Whlie the Soviet Foreign Office was giving 
careful consideration, public opinion In the 
Soviet Union was so wrought up by the piight 
of their proletarian brothers, enslaved in the 
capitalist U* 3. A., that it was determined 
by the army that an expedition should be 
sent to restore their freedom, 

"By early summer of 1963 the expedition 
was ready. It was decided to send the ex- 
pedition by air. Marshal Nokisblockoff, 
supreme commander of the Soviet forces, 
decided not to use any of the later models 
of Soviet airplanes developed in the plants 
of the German Soviet Republic, but to keep 
them as reserves for unforeseen eventualities. 
While full information of the puny forces of 
the U. S. A. was available to the high com- 
mand, nevertheless, with far-seeing vision, 
Nokisblockoff preferred to be ready for all 
possible surprises. 

"Thus a fleet of 50,000 oil-burning trans- 
port and fighter planes took off after dark 
on the night of June 22. 1563, from France, 
England, Norway, Russia, Germany, Siberia, 
and Japan. None of the newer types of 
planes using rocket or atomic propulsion 
were used. All were of the older types

The transports carried an average of 250 fully 
armed men, or equivalent weight in hjavy 
artillery and rocket equipment, each. 

"Flying a great circle route, some directly 
over the JSTorth Pole, this air force approached 
Boston, New York, Washington, Detroit, 
Chicago, Ottawa. Montreal, Toronto, St. 
Louis, Atlanta, Birmingham, New Orleans, 
Omaha, Denver, Seattle, San Francisco, Los 
Angeles and other points /rom the north at 
dawn. June 23, 1063. Less than half a mil- 
lion paratroopers dropped before dawn on 
the lighted airports, seized controi, and the 
planes landed their 6,000,000 of the Soviet 
Union's best trained troops a few minutes 
Jater. Control of every vital point from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific was seized. The war 
was over almost before It started, but roolish 
forces of misguided guerrillas, operating in 
the hinterland, had to be hunted down piece- 
meal. The pacification was greatly aided 
by measures adopted by the high command, 
such as extermination of all towns and vil- 
lages where guerrlnas were suspected of 
having been harbored. Liquidation of all 
traitors to the' people was successfully and 
thoroughly carried out and the free demo- 
cratic American Soviet Republic was pro- 
claimed. POouiar elerMnm were held in 
which S3 2 percent of the qualified voters 
voted and the new Congress, so elected, pe- 
titioned unanimously to be taken into the 
Soviet Union. 

"In the following few years, reactionary 
governments in other parts of North and 
South America attempted to destroy the 
rights of the people, hut when the latter 
appealed to the great Soviet Union they were 
sympathetic ally listened to and Soviet arm* 
aided the democratic masses in each coun- 
try to seiw power and form free democratic 
Soviet Republics. 

"Thus was the fringe of the world brought 
into the great Union of Soviet Socialist Re- 
publics, democratically governed by the 
Supreme Soviet at Moscow, under the wise 
and unquestioned leadership of the great 
premier. Joseph Stalin, Jr. Thus has the 
horror of war between countries been*abol- , 
Ished from the world, and the triumph of 
Marxism. Leninism, Stalinism been granted 
to a free and united world where all' men 
are vouchsafed the great democratic right 
to think alike and vote alike." 

As I awoke with a starts it took me some 
moments to realise that this was still: 1^45 
and all, the horrors of my nightmare hadn't 
happened* Whether too much mince pie, 
or too much reading of the Communist 
press, can be blamed for this dream, I leave 
to the reader, who should be aware 'that 
every extension of the Communist system, 
so realistically, visualised in mv. dream* hoa 
been predicted in the communist press,
